No new plans for arbitrating 
strike, no matter by whom they 
spired, will be considered by the operators, 
and no influence that President Mitchell 
of the United Mine Workers can bring to 
bear on them will change their position one 
iota. 

Such was the conclusion reached late yes- 
terday afternoon by the Presidents of the 
anthracite coal carrying companies at a 
conference held in the Delmonico Building, 
Beaver and William Streets. It was also 
stated officially that J. Pierpont Morgan 
will not take any hand in the dispute. 

At noon, which was three hours before 
the conference began, President Baer of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, who 
came from Philadelphia early in the day, 
called at Mr. Morgan's office and had a 
talk with hfm. There were present also 
when the talk was going on Samuel Spen- 

President of the Southern Railroad; 
McKay Twombly, Mr. Stotesbury, and 
W. Perkins. Mr. Baer hurried 
away as soon as he left Mr. Morgan's of- 
fice. Later Samuel Sloan, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Railroad, called and 
had conference with Mr. Morgan. All 
this was considered very significant, 
though at Mr. Morgan's office it was stated 
that the had no particular im- 
portance. 

THOSE AT THE CONFERENCE. 

The meeting of the coal Presidents was 
held in a private room in the Delmonico 
Building, where President Fowler of the 
New York, Ontario and Western Railroad 
gave a luncheon to the other Presidents. 
The conference took place during luncheon, 
and while it was not largely attended was 
in’. many respects the most important held 
by the representatives of the coal roads 
since the strike began. There were pres- 
ent besides J. W. Fowler, President Baer, 
President Underwood of the Erie Railroad, 
and President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad. 

The situation at the mining districts was 
discussed for two hours, during which time 
reports from the mines were considered. 
The reports showed that men were apply- 
ing for work in increasing numbers, but 
that a break in the strike had not occurred 
yet. No time it was stated was fixed for 
opening the collieries, but the question as 
to preparing the mines for reopening was 
considered fully. 

President Baer was seen when the con- 
ference was over, and made the following 
statement: 

“The operators are a unit in standing by 
their original position. The situation at 
the mines is improving daily. A few more 
men are applying to be taken back every 
day, but when the work will be actively re- 
sumed I will not undertake to say. I will 
say, however, that no interference by any 
outside parties, no matter how highly we 
may esteem the parties themselves, will 
have any effect. The matter at issue can 
only be settied between the operators and 
the miners. ’ 

“The statement of Mr. Hewitt which he 
made at Bar Harbor exactly covers the 


ground. It is calm, logical, and ought to 
be convincing. It exactly represents the 

sition of both sides in the controversy. 

believe it will aid in bringing about an 
end of the strike. I could not add one 
word to it. It will help to offset the well- 
meant attempt of people of high standing 
in the community, but who are not busi- 
ness men, to bring up the question of ar- 
bitration again.”’ 

Mr. Baer added that this hope of arbi- 
tration which was held out but which had 
no foundation had a good deal to do in 
prolonging the strike. He said, in answer 
to a question, that President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers could gain noth- 
ing by coming here in the hope of bringing 
up the question of arbitration. All the 
arguments which Mitchell could use wert 
discussed before the strike was declared. 

A general statement regarding Mr. Mor- 
gan’s attitude made on behalf of the oper- 
ators was to the following effect: 

“Mr. Morgan knew the exact situation 
while he was in Europe just as if he had 
been here. He was in touch with every- 
thing that transpired, and could have in- 
terfered in the dispute while he was abroad 
just as easily as when he returned. His 
return does not change the situation. There 
is no reason why he should interfere now 
more.than at any time during the strike, 
and he does not mean to interfere.”’ 

Before Mr. Baer left town he called at 
Mr. Morgan’s office again, and it was 
believed gave him an outline of what took 
place during the conference of the coal 

residents. Mr. Morgan left his office 
at about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. George 
W. Perkins was seen, but would not say 
anything about Mr. Morgan's attitude o1 
the coal strike or discuss the strike. 


CHARLES A. MOORE'S VIEWS. 


Notwithstanding the refusal of the coal 
Presidents to submit the matter in dispute 
to arbitration, there are many people who 
believe that arbitration is the only way by 
which the strike can be ended. Among 
them is Charles A. Moore of the Executive 
Committee of the Civic Federation, who is 
personally acquainted with Mr. Morgan 
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and several of the coal Presidents. Mr. 
Moore said yesterday afternoon: 

“There is no way in which the dead-lock 
can be broken except by arbitration, but 
some of the men mentioned as possible ar- 
bitrators, though they are gentlemen of men 
character, and ripe scholars, would not be 
exactly the men for it. I do not believe in 
such men as Bishop Potter or Cardinal 
Gibbons trying to arbitrate the strike. This 
is where scholarship or philanthropy alone 
would be of no avail. No academic or senti- 
mental question is involved in the dispute. 
It is purely a business proposition, which 
only business men could take in hand. 

““No sane person would say that either 
side is altogether right or altogether wrong, 
but the man who could get both sides to- 
gether and end thesstrike would be one in 
a hundred thousand. There are such men. 
The person to arbitrate the strike would 
require to be of great business ability, calm, 
judicial, absolutely fair and unbiased, with 
a leaning to neither side, and of strict in- 
tegrity. He would require, also, to be able 
to convince the men that by conceding a 
little they could gain more than if they 
stood out. He would be able to bring about 
a settlement without any loss of dignity 
on either side. There is one thing certain. 
As matters are now, the two sides to the 
dispute will never be able to come together 
by themselves.”’ 


REPORTS PLEASE STRIKERS. 


Efforts of the Operators to Secure 
Enough Miners to Open Collieries 
Said to Have Failed. 


WILKESBARRE, Aug. 26.—President 
Mitchell and the United Mine Workers’ 
Executive Boards of the three anthracite 
districts were in session at strike head- 
quarters to-night. After the conference 
President Mitchell said that only routine 
business had been transacted. 

It understood that reports were re- 
ceived from each of the three districts 
bearing on the amoufit of relief received, 
how it distributed, and how many, if 
any, of the strikers have returned to work. 
It is said that all the reports were of a 
character favorable to the strikers. The 
reliéf system is working without any hitch 
now, and few complaints are received. The 
number of employes who have returned to 
work is very small. Here and there through 
the region a man or two have succumbed, 
but the reports all agree that the efforts 


of the operators to secure enough miners 
to open their collieries have been a failure. 

Active preparations are going on in sey- 
eral of the mines in the Wyoming region 
looking to an early resumption of mining. 
Despite denials from strike headquarters, 
it is learned that there are a number of 
experienced miners at work in the Avon- 
dale mine of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Company, and to-day several 
miners were engaged to go to work in the 
Dorrance mine.

Hundreds of Tons Being Shipped to 
New York from Lynn, Mass.

LYNN, Mass., Aug. 26.—While Boston 
and other cities have been suffering since 
the coal strike began, the Shoe City seems 
to have enough coal to burn and seijl. It 
was only last week that the small canal 
barge Buffalo came here with a large car- 
go of hard coal for a return trip to New 
York. 

This barge is owned by the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company, and three more of 
its barges are now at Lynn loading an- 
thracite coal. The Balloon and Balize are 
taking on 500 tons each for shipment to 
New York, the Barnegat 500 tons for Bos- 
ton, while the Bizarre is at Quincy Point, 
taking on 600 tons for New York. 


KLONDIKE GROWING POOR. 


The Golden Harvest Will Have Fallen 
Off Nearly One-Half This Year. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The golden 
star of the Klondike is on the wane, ac- 
cording to the official report of George H. 
Heese, who recently was sent to Dawson 
by the Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to make a thorough examination into 
the business prospects of the Yukon terri- 
tory. The State Department to-day taade 
public a communication from United States 
Consul Brush, at Niagara Falls, dated Aug. 
8, giving some of the principal features 
of Mr. Heese’s report. 

Mr. Heese points to the fact that the 
total yield of the Klondike last year was 
$24,000,000, and that the production of the 
coming year will nct, according to Govern- 
ment estimates, exceed $14,000,000, a falling 


off of nearly one-half. Mgreover, no new 
discoveries have been made for over a yenr, 
although since 1897 thousands of pros- 
pectors have been exploring every cieek 
and mountain in the country. At Dawson, 
Mr. Heese reports ten applicants for every 
job, yet boatload after boatload of men 
continues to arrive. 





PRIVATE CAR DERAILED. 
That of Supt. Garrett of the Reading 
Jumps the Track—Every Occupant, 
Including Owner, Hurt.

COATESVILLE, Penn., Aug. 26.—The pri- 
vate car of General Superintendent W. A. 
Garrett of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railway. going at the rate of forty miles 
an hour, jumped the track on the Wilming- 
ton and Northern Branch of the Reading, 
plunged into the woods, and was complete- 
ly wrecked. 

All of the occupants, including Mr. Gar- 
rett aml Division Superintendent James E. 
Turk, were injured. 

Mr. Garrett and Mr. Turk were removed 
to the Mortonville Hotel, where their Yn- 
juries are now being cared for. 

John Bradford, the engineer, and George 
Rockcastle, the fireman, both of Reading, 
were brought here in an ambulance. Their 
injuries are serious. A special train took 
doctors to the scene. 

Superintendent James E. Turk is in charge 
of the Reading and Columbia Division, 
which includes the Wilmington and North- 
ern Road.

Times Says President Has Broken 
with Party Wire Pullers. 


It 1s Said that If People Desire Deliv- 
erance from Monopolies They Must 
Have More Free Competition.

LONDON, Aug. 27.—In an editorial to- 
day The Times says it is clear that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has made up his mind 
to appeal from the party wire-pullers to 
the people. The President evidently 
thinks, The Times says, that the question 
of trusts is an issue whereon the battle 
of the next campaign can be fought with 
fair prospects of success. 

Mr. Roosevelt, the article goes on to 
say, is strong and popular, but the wire- 
pullers and the great capitalists, if unit- 
ed, may constitute an alliance too pow- 
erful for him. 

“There is no doubt,” says the edito- 
rial, ‘that a bitter feeling has been cre- 
ated among the masses of the people by 
the great combinations controlling arti- 
cles of general consumption and means of 
transportation, but there is an instinct- 
ive feeling in the United States that com- 
merce needs freedom for healthy devel- 
opment. 

“The President has tried through 
means of the present law to curb com- 
binations he considers illegitimate, and, 
failing, thinks it necessary to obtain 
larger powers to restrain them. Wheth- 
er he will carry with him a sufficiently 
powerful body of opinion to enable him 
to overcome the resistance which may be 
arrayed against him it is impossible to 
predict. It is even uncertain whether 
President Roosevelt himself has arrived 
at conclusions which can be embodied 
in the shape of a bill, but he has raised 
the issue in a form whereon the people 
can pronounce a verdict at the coming 
Fall elections, and more decisively in 
the Presidential contest of 1904. 

“‘If the people desire deliverance from 
the monopolies they must admit a larger 
measure of free competition. President 
Roosevelt will apparently have the credit 
or discredit of precipitating the conflict 
between the craving for protection and 
the impatience of monopoly.” 


“American Trust Danger.” 

BERLIN, Aug. 26.—President Roosevelt's 
advocating Government supervision of 
trusts has caused the Post of this city to 
discuss anew the ‘‘ American trust dan- 
ger.’ It says: ‘‘Germany, indeed, all Eu- 
rope, must be on its guard.”’ 

The Kreuz-Zeitung, in a leader on *‘ Amer- 
ican Imperialism,’’ says: ‘* American arro- 


gance is directed not only against Ger- 
many, but against all Europe. This arro- 
gance is the outgrowth of the Puritanical 
belief in the United States God-given mis- 
sion and its own invulnerable position.”’ 


BIG FUND FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Summer Resident Offers $10,000 to Im- 
prove Williamstown (Mass.) 
Highways.

TROY, N. Y., Aug. 26.—Harley T. Proc- 
tor, a Summer resident of Williamstown, 
Mass., has offered to give the town $10,000 
for the improvement of the roads, providing 
the latter raises $50,000 for the same pur- 
pose. The town is to appoint a board of 
three Road Commissioners, consisting of 
Col. A. L. Hopkins of New York City, 
William H. Doughty of Troy, and Mr. 
Proctor, and they will have charge of 
the expenditure of the money. They will 
receive no compensation. 

Mr. Proctor makes the gift because he 
believes that better roads would increase 
the popularity of Williamstown as a Sum- 


mer resort. He recently had the Stone Hill 
Road put in excellent condition at a cost of 
$500. The town furnished the drainage pipes 
and permitted Mr. Proctor to use the road 
scraper. 

The offer of Mr. Proctor has been very 
favorably received, and the matter will 
doubtless be brought before the town at a 
special town meeting, which will be called 
if it is learned that the town has the power 
to act or appoint a road commission of 
three men. A committee, consisting of W. 
B. Clark, Treasurer of the town; Fred E. 
Moore, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, and Clarence M. Smith, legal attor- 
ney, has been appointed to ascertain the 
legality of such a proceeding.

Rescues Two Children from Drowning 
at Brackly Point, R. I.

BRACKLY POINT, R. L, Aug. 26.—Dr. 
Purdy aehieved a remarkable feat to-day 
in rescuing two children who were drown- 
ing in the surf. A boy and girl, aged 
twelve and ten, children of Dr. Potter of 
Philadelphia, while surf bathing, were car- 
ried off their feet out into deep water. 

Dr. Purdy went to their rescue, and as he 
reached them they were sinking, locked in 


each other's arms. The doctor dived and 
grasped them, all three being submerged. 
He thought it would be impossible to 
reach shore with the two children, but he 
could not bring himself to leave either. 
Finally he made one last mighty effort, and 
a few strong strokes brought him to where 
he could touch bottom with his feet. and 
then he tottered ashore exhausted with the 
two unconscious children. .

ROME, Aug. 26.—King Victor Emmanuel 
left Racconigi, near Turin, this morning 
for Berlin. His Majesty, who was accom- 
paniéd by a numerous suite, was given a 
hearty farewell by the crowds. Signor 


Prinetti, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
will join the King later on. 

The Court Circular to-day announces that 
Queen Helena expects her accouchement 
in December. 


GESCHENEN, Switzerland, Aug. 26.— 
The train bearing the King of Italy and 
his suite emerged from the St, Gothard 
tunnel and arrived here at 5 o'clock this 
evening. The railroad station was decor- 
ated in honor of the King’s arrival, and 
he was greeted by the playing of the Ital- 
ian National Anthem and salute fired from 
the heights surrounding the town. 

His Majesty was welcomed to Switzerland 
by President Zemp of that country and the 
Federal Councilors. In an address President 
Zemp said this visit of the King of Italy 
was a fresh proof of friendship, and that 
he was convinced it would draw closer 
the ancient and good relations existing 
between the neighboring countries. Reply- 
ing to the President, King Victor Emmanuel 
sald it was a pleasure to express the cor- 
dial friendship between Italy and Switzer- 
land, and that he hoped it would con- 
stantly become closer. 

After this exchange of courtesies the 
King’s train proceeded for Berlin. 


PRESIDENT BURT ARRESTED. 


Head of Union Pacific Railroad Charged 
by Workmen with Fatse Im- 
prisonment. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 26.—Ten warrants 
were served on President Burt of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company this afternoon, 
charging him, jointly with W. Arnett, an 
Indianapolis labor agent, with false im- 
prisonment. The warrants were sworn out 
by ten men who allege they were hired by 
Arnett to work in the shops of the Union 
Pacific Road at Denver. The warrants 
charge that each of the men was impris- 
oned in cars, and that they were not given 
their liberty until they reached the shop 
yards of the company, in this city. 

President Burt acknowledged service and 
filed a bond for his appearance in court 
to-morrow. 

Lewis Lord, a member of the party, who 
swore to the charges in one of the warrants, 
said that members of the party had been 


employed by Arnett to go to work in the 
Union Pacific shops at Denver. He says 
that when they reached Council Bluffs they 
were locked in the car and armed guards 
were placed at the doors to prevent their 
escape. He says they were kept in the car 
until they reached the shop yards in this 
city, when they. were given their liberty. 
Lord claims thaf§some of the party were 
married men gnd left positions to take 
others here at better wages than they had 
been receiving, and were told that no strike 
existed on the road. 


MEAT CHEAPER IW ST. LOUIS. 


/ 
Prices 20 to 25 Per Cent. Lower than 
Six Weeks Ago.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 26.—Meat is from 
20 to per cent. cheaper in St. Louis 
to-day than it was six weeks ago. This ap- 
plies to wholesale prices. The retailer has 
not yet -realized the full benefit of the 
slump, but will enjoy the cheaper rates 
before many days have passed. Bountiful 
crops and the arrival of large consign- 
mermts of well-fed cattle are the causes. 

The era of high prices for butchers’ prod- 
ucts is at an end. St. Louis now pays 
$45,000 a day for beef on the hoof: last 
Spring the rate was $60,000 per day, When 


the first consignments of Western cattle 
arrived loin steaks were 18 cents a pound, 
round steaks 12 cents, chuck 7 cents, rib 
roast 18 cents, and boiling pieces 7 to 8 
cents. At the present time the loin is 10 
cents a pound, round 6 to 7 cents, chuck 6 
cents, rib roasts 10 cents, and boiling pieces 
5 to 6 cents. 


VESSEL A HAVEN OF REFUGE. 


American Citizen Escapes from Guaya- 
quil, Ecuador, on British Steamboat 
Colombia After Evading Search- 
ing Soldiers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 26.—The 
British steamship Colombia, Capt. Heath, 
played the part of a Good Samaritan for 
Jackson Smith, an American resident of 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, who had made him- 
self persona non grata with the Ecuadorean 
authorities. In spite of the personal repre- 
sentative of President Plaza and twenty 
soldiers Smith was taken from Guayaquil 
to Panama, whence he proceeded to New 
York, a free man. 

Jackson Smith was a sub-contractor on 
the railroad that is intended to connect 
Guayaquil with Quito, the capital, up in the 
Andes. In an indiscreet moment early this 
year, he accused a prominent citizen of 
the country with drunkenness, was ar- 
rested for libel, and fined $1,500 in gold. 
Smith refused to pay the fine, and having 
been clapped into jail, United States Con- 
sul Leon demanded his release. When the 
case was reported to Washington the 
crulser Philadelphia was sent to Guayaquil, 
but the Consul was relieved of his posi- 
tion, Smith remained to bear the brunt of 
the trouble. 

When the Colombia reached Guayaquil on 
the way up the coast a small boat con- 


taining Jackson Smith and a friend met 
the steamboat just before dawn and the 
men were allowed to climb aboard. A few 
hours later the Captain of the port went 
out to the Colombia for the purpose of tak- 
ing Smith ashore, but the man could not be 
found. A careful search was made by sol- 
diers, but some of the crew helped Smith 
to hide, and the seachers went ashore 
swearing vengeance. When'the vessel was 
at sea Smith appeared.

ELBERON, N. J., Aug. 26.~—Possessed by 
the ‘‘ speed madness,’ Frank J. Matthews, 
a well-known real estate broker and club- 
man of Jersey City, ran his automobile atl 
full speed over the Park Avenue bridge 
across the tracks of the New York and 
Long Branch Railroad at this place shortly 
before 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
As he came upon the structure at the 
speed of an express train he saw a plainly 
dressed man, a gardener, coming from the 
other direction, unsuspecting any danger. 
Mr. Matthews swung the machine sharply 
to save the stranger's life, but knocked him 
down as he shot by! The wheels of the 
automobile caught in the trolley rails be- 
cause of the sharp turn, throwing the ma- 
chine almost at right angles, and the 
steering wheel broke from the owner's 
grasp as the machine plunged against the 
railing. The timbers gave way, and the 
automobile with its owner, three passen- 
gers, and chauffeur, plunged down to the 
tracks 35 feet below. 
Those killed were: 
MATTHEWS, FRANK . 46 years old, Jersey 


City, owner of the ®utomobile; crushed be- 
neath the machine; died instantly. 
COBB, Mrs. W. B., Richmond, Va.; died from 
her injuries three hours later in Monmouth 
Memorial Hospital at Long Branch, 
The injured are:

The disaster seems to have been wholly 
due to Mr. Matthews’s recklessness, for it 
was the first time he had ever operated the 
machine and was cautioned to go slowly by 
the chauffeur, Meyers, whom he had re- 
placed at the lever a short time before, as 
the machine shot up the steep incline lead- 
ing to and from the bridge. Mr. Matthews, 
who was a widower with two children, was 
occupying the Dillon cottage, on Sidney 
Avenue, Deal Beach. Father Grant was 
also stopping at Deal Beach. Mrs. Cobb 
and Mrs. Pizzini were guests of the Hotel 
Columbia at Asbury Park. 

Mr. Matthews had started out with 
niece, Miss Matthews, who was on her way 
to New York, picking up the others at 
various points. Miss Matthews took the 
train at the North Asbury Park station, 
thus escaping the fate of the others. The 
party had planned.to spend the afternoon in 
the surf, but Mrs. Cobb suggested: an auto- 
mobile ride, and the others ‘fell in with the 
idea, Meyers, who is regarded as an ex- 
pert, then surrendered his place to his em- 
ployer and took his seat in the rumble. 

After leaving Asbury Park the automo- 
bile ran with ever-increasing speed along 
the Ocean Boulevard to Norwood Avenue, 
where at Elberon it turned eastward into 
Park Avenue, the speed indicator showing, 
according to a statement by Meyers, that 
it was going at almost its maximum speed 
when it reached the railroad bridge. Will- 
iam H. Havens, gardener for C. C. Minzes- 
heimer, was coming leisurely over the 
bridge from the other direction and had 
nearly reached the approach when the 
whirlwind machine came upon him, and the 
crash came as he was thrown headlong on 
the planking. It was all done in an instant. 

The Elberon railroad station but a 
few steps from the bridge, and close by it 
are the Post Office, some small stores and a 
number of small cottages. Everybody ran 
out of doors at the sound, thinking there 
had been an explosion. The railroad em- 
ployes and passengers waiting to take train 
for New York and Philadelphia were-the 
first to reach the scene, and the station 
men hurried along the tracks to flag the 
great express trains of the Pennsylvania 
and Jersey Central, both of which use the 
same tracks along the coast, and at this 
season of the year pass every few minutes 
on their way to New York and Philadel- 
phia. 

The body of Mr. Matthews lay upon the 
track, the skull split open, it is believed 
by contact with the track rail. The auto- 
mobile had turned completely over in its 
plunge from the bridge, and with wheels ina 
air laid across his chest. Mrs. Cobb and 
Miss Pizzini were pinned under the ma- 
chine. Father Grant, stunned and dazed, 
lay near by. Meyers, the chauffeur, had 
seen the danger and jumped from the auto- 
mobile before it left the bridge. 

The thunder of an approaching train was 
heard, and as it came to a standstill a 
short distance down the track a score of 
volunteers put their hands to the wrecked 
automobile and raised it. Tenderly the 
dead and dying were carried to the sta- 
tion, and, the track being clear, the Penn- 
sylvania train rolled in and stopped. The 
two wounded women were taken to the 
hospital. The automobile was made fast to 
the cars, and as the train started it 
dragged it along the rails to the first 
crossing, where it was trundled into a ditch 
and left. 

Meyers, after recovering from the pain 
of his bruises and the excitement, made the 
first statement in regard to,the accident. 

‘‘Mr. Matthews was a novice at handling 
an automobile,”’ he said, ‘‘and I had cau- 
toned him against speeding his machine, 
because, being new some of the parts might 
work stiffly. He was confident, however, 
that he could manage it all right, and he 
paid no attention to my advice. I saw the

‘When Mr. Matthews swung to avoid 
the man ahead of him his front wheels 
caught in the trolley rails, and this pre- 
vented him straightening out again, and 
swung the rear of the machine’ forward 
along the course he had been taking and 
headed the forward part’ directly for the 
railing of the bridge. 

“The power was shut off and the brakes 
were applied, but were not hard on. I was 
about to jump from my seat behind Mr. 
Matthews to take the wheel, when the car 
went plunging through the railing of the 
bridge to the railroad tracks below. I was 
sianding up at the time and half jumped 
and was half thrown when the crash oc- 
curred.”"

circumstance was that the 
the automobile was not 
greatly deranged. The hood was bent and 
jammed, the wooden fenders splintered, 
and one hamper was demolished: The acci- 
dent has caused deep gloom to settle on the 
Elberon cottage colony to-night because 
of the high opinion in which Mr. Matthews 
was held. All social functions were aban. 
doned. 

Shortly before the wreck Mr. Matthews 
drove his machine through the streets of 
Asbury Park at reckless speed, and he 
had been in the habit of taking his machine 
cut for night trials over the back roads in 
the country, where, with its four big head- 
lights, it has been a terror to belated farm- 
ers and other wayfarers in the short time 
in which it has been abroad. It is said 
that he had run at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour. Mr. Matthews had made up a 
party of friends from Jersey City, with 
whom he intended to take a trip from the 
Jersey coast to Washington within a few 
days.

Mrs. Cobb’s parents sailed from Old Point 
Comfort on the Old Dominion steamer 
Princess Anne, due in New York to-mor- 
row afternoon, to spend the last week of 
the season at Asbury Park with their 
daughter and their son's wife. Mrs. Piz- 
zini, who. was injured, was a New York 
girl, but has made her home in Richmond 
since her marriage.

Frank J. Matthews resided at 28 Duncan 
Avenue, Jersey City. He was born in Lum- 
berton, N. J., on Dec. 21, 1856, and removed 
to Jersey City when a boy. He engaged in 
the real estate business as a member of 
the firm of Frank Hollins & Co., and was 
President of the National Realty Company, 
which was formed after the firm of Hollins 
& Co. was dissolved. He was for several 
years a Commissioner of the Jersey City 
Sinking Fund, and at the time of his death 
was a Director of the Third National Bank 
and Paymaster of the Fourth Regiment, 
N. G., N. J. 

He was also a member of the Palma, 
Carteret, and Union League Clubs. He 
leaves two children, a son aged fourteen 
and a daughter aged three years. Mr. 
Matthews, with his two children and the 
niéce, who wads also in the Accident, lived 
at Asbury Park this Summer. 

Father Patrick J. Grant is about twenty- 
eight years old, and has been at the Church 
of the Paulist Fathers for about six years. 
He is a native of the West, but came to 
New York from Europe, where he studied

BIG TIMBER LAND DEAL. 


Paper Company Purchases Part 
White Mountain Forests for 
$600,000. 


Special to The New York Tunes. 

MOUNT WASHINGTON, N. H., Aug. 26. 
—The most important sale of timber land 
in the White Mountains since the purchase 
and Pingree lands, includ'ng 
of Mount Washington, by the 
Company, has just been 
effected. All the timber land owned by 
the Browns Lumber Company of White- 
field has been sold to the Berlfn Timber 
Land Company, which is understodd to be 
the Berlin Mills Company, operating under 
a separate name. The land in question in- 
cludes portions of the town of Caroll, Jef- 
ferson, and Randolph, together with Lowe 
and Burbanks grant, which embraces the 
northern slopes of Mounts Adams and 
Madison, and much of Jefferson. 

The price paid is reported to be about 
$600,000. It is estimated that there are 
400,000 cords of pulp wood on the tracts, 
all of which will be manufactured in the 
plants of the Berlin Mills Company and 
the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company. The 
Berlin Mills Company proposes to @rect a 
new plant in Gorham, including extensive 
pulp and paper mills, in the vicinity of the 
Cascades on the Androscoggin River, and 
the town of Gorham has voted almost 
unanimously to grant the company ten 
years’ exemption from taxation on such 
mills, with machinery and capital used in 
operation. The negotiations for this sale 
have been in progress since last Winter. 

The Browns Lumber Company retains its 
mills at Whitefield and other small pos- 
sessions, but the bulk of its og 5 4 goes 
to the Berlin people, and the Whitefield 
Company will cease to have the great im- 
portance it has possessed in the north 
country for thirty years or more.

GREETED BY LARGE CROWDS 


Everywhere the People Are 
Frantic in Their Efforts to 
See Chief Executive— 
Reaches Augusta, Me. 


AUGUSTA, Me., Aug. 26.—President 
Roosevelt to-day passed through three 
States, delivered eight speeches, and re- 
ceived the plaudits of a quarter of a million 
of people. 

The greeting which has marked his pro- 
gress through New England has been flat- 


tering in the extreme, and to-day’s experi- 


i ence demonstrated his popularity perhaps 
| more than ever before. Everywhere at the 


regular stops and the smaller stations 
along the road the people were frantic in the 
to catch a glimpse of him or to 
hear him speak, and at Haverhill, Mass,, 
this desire assumed such a form that the 
crowds completely overrode the police and 
‘surrounded the President's carriage, mak- 
ing it difficult for it to advance.

The President immediately ret- 
ognized him and greeted him as an old 
friend.

The Mon- 
roe Doctrine is simply a statement of our 
very firm belief that on this continent 
the nations now existing here must, be 
left to work out their ‘own destinies am6ng 
themselves. and that the continent is no 
longer to be regarded as colonizing ground 
for any Buropean power. The one power 
on the continent that can make that doc- 
trine effective is, of course, ourselves; for 
in the world as it is, gentlemen, the nation 
which advances a given doctrine likely to 
interfere in any way with other nations 
must possess power to back it up if she 
wishes the doctrine to be respected.

I think 
whenever we touch on the navy we 
sure of a hearty response from any 
American audience; we are just as sure of 
such a response out of the mountains and 
great Plains of the West, as upon the At- 
iantic or Pavcific seaboard. 

“The entire country is vitally interested 
in the navy, because an efficient navy of 
an adequate.sizeis.not only the best guar- 
antee of peace,,,but it is also the surest 
means for #deifg that if war does come 
the result shall be honorable to our good 
name and favorable to our National inter- 
Any really great nation must be pe- 
culiarly sensitive to two things—stain on 
the national honor at home and disgrace to 
the national arms abroad. Our honor at 
home, our honor in domestic and internal 
affairs is at all times in our own keeping, 
and depends simply upon the Nationa! pos- 
session of an awakened public conscience. 
But the only way to make safé our honor 
as affected, not by our own deeds, but by

“In three great crises in-our history dur- 
tafe nineteenth century—in the war or 
1 the civil war, and again in the 

ish war, the navy rend to the Na- 
tion services of literally incalculable worth. 
In the civil war we had to meet dntago- 
nists even more prepared at sea than we 
were. On both the other occasions we en- 
countered forel foes, and the fighting 
was done entirely by ships built long in ad- 
vance, and by officers and crews who had 
been trained during years of sea service 
for the supreme day when their qualities 
were put to the final test. 

“The ships which won at Manila and 
Santiago under the Administration of 
President McKinley had been built years 
before, under Presidents Arthur, Cleveland, 
and Harrison. The officers of these ships 
had been trained from earliest youth to 
their profession, and the enlisted men, In 
addition to their natural aptitude, their In- 
telligence, and their courage, had been 
drilled as marksmen with the great guns, 
and as machinists in the engine rooms, and 
perfected in all the details of their work 
during years of cruising on the high seas 
and of incessant target practice. 


U. S NAVY AND SPANISH NAVY. 


“Tt was this preparedness which was the 
true secret of the enormous difference in 
efficiency between our navy and the Span- 
ish Navy. There was no lack of courage 
and devotion among the Spaniards, but on 
our side, in addition to the courage and 
devotion, there was also that training 
which comes only as the result of years 


of thorough and painstaking practice. An- 
napolis is, with the sole exception of its 
sister academy at West Point, the most 


| typically democratic and American school 


of learning and preparation that there is in 
the entire country. 

“There each man enters on his merits, 
stands on his merits, and graduates into a 
service where only his merit will cnable 
him to be of value, 

“The ehlisted men are of fine type, as 
they needs must be to do their work well, 
and out of the fine material thus pro- 
vided the finished man-of-war's man is 
evolved by years of sea service. It is im- 
possible after the outbreak of war to im- 
provise either the ships\or.the men of a 
navy. The shipbuilders and gunniakers 
must keep ever on the alert so that no 
rivals pass them by, and the officers and 
enlisted men on board the ships must in 
their turn, by the exercise of unflagging 
and intelligent zeal keep themselves fit 
to get the best use out of the weapons of 
war intrusted to their care. The instru- 
ment is always important, but the man who 
uses it is more important still. 

** We must constantly endeavor to perfect 
our navy in all its duties in time of peace, 
and above all inumanoeuyring in a seaway 
and in markmanship with the great guns. 
In battle the only shots that count are those 
that hit, and marksmanship is a matter of 
long practice and of intelligent reasoning. 
A navy’'s efficiency in a war depends mainly 
upon its preparedness at the outset of that 
war. We are not to be excused as a Nation 
if there is not such preparedness of our 
navy. This is especially so in view of 
what we have done during the last four 
years. No nation has a right to undertake a 
big task unless it is prepared to do it in 
masterful and effective style. It would be 
an intolerable humiliation for us to embark 
on such a course of action as followed from 
our declaration of war with Spain and not 
make good our words by deeds=not be 
ready to prove our truth by our endeavor 
whenever the need calls, 


BUILDING UP THE NAVY. 


“The good work of building up the navy 


must go on without ceasing. The modern 
warship cannot with advantage be allowed 


to rust in disuse. It*must be used in active 
service even in time of peace. This means 


that there must be a constant replacement 
of the ineffective by the effective. The 
work of building up and keeping up our 
navy is therefore one which needs our con- 
Stant and unflagging vigilance. 

“Our navy is now efficient, but we must 
be content with no p— | degree of effi- 
ciency. Every effort must be made to bring 
it ever nearer to perfection.,, In, making 
such effort the prime factor js to have at 
the head of the navy such an official as 
your fellow-townsman, Mr. Moody, and the 
next is to bring home to our people as a 
whole the need of thorough an ample 
preparation in advance, this preparation to 
take the form not only of continually build- 
ing ships, but of keeping those — in 
commission under conditions which will de- 
velop the highest degree of efficiency in the 
officers and enlisted men aboard them.”

PRESIDENT AT DOVER, N..H. 


For the First Time in History of the 
Town Chief Executive Visits: 
It—His Speech. 


DOVER, N. H., Aug. 26.—For the first 
time in the history of Dover, which was 
founded in 1682, one of the oldest plates 
in the country, a President of the United 
States was a guest here to-day. Thousands 
joined in the welcome to President Roose- 
velt, and the decorations were elaborate on 
every side. 

On the arrival of the Presidential party 
here they were r®ceived by Mayor A. G. 
Whittemore and a committee. Under escort 
of militia under command of Major Frank 
E. Rollins and Major Frank H. Keenan of 
the New Hampshire National Guard, the 
guests passed to a platform on Franklin 
Square, where the President delivered an 
address. 

The President said: 

‘“‘Mr. Mayor and you my fellow-citizens, 
men and women of New Hampshire: 

“*T speak here in one of the oldest cities 
of the old thirteen colonies from which 
sprang the United States, and both in your 
past and your present you epltomize much 
of the National life. We are all of us apt 
to get to talking and thinking of the Na- 
tion and the State as abstractions. If we 
will think of ourselves and our neighbors, 
how we get along and how they gét along, 
we will have a pretty fair idea of what'can 
be done, simply on a larger scale in the 
Nation and the State. Look at your own 
history here in Dover; go through the 
ploneer days and from them down to the 
modern city, the product of the gredt in- 
dustrialism of our time. 

“We are here now, you are hére now, [ 
am addressing you all becatise of the great 
industrial expansion, symbolized by your 
factories, by the ralliroad, the telegraph, 
and all of their attendants; we would not 
be here if it was not for them, but their 
exercise has caused great questions to rise 
in our National life. It is more complicated 
business, Mr. Mayor, to run this city than 
it was to run Dover when Dover con- 
sisted of a dozen log cabins. With the 
growth in wealth and prosperity has come 
an accentuation of differences between 
man and man which do harm in two ways, 
which do harm when they make one man 
arrogant, which do equal harm when they 
make another man envious. 

“Our salvation now as in the old days 
lies in the practical applying’ of principles 
that in theory we admit to be the only 
principles eg to which it is possible 
to administer this Republic. The principle 
of treating with man on his ‘worth as a 
man is the principle of recognizing facts as 
they are, of recognizing our material needs, 
and, therefore, the absolute necessity to 
the prosperity which must satisfy those 
material needs, and of recognizing further 
that nothing is to be hoped for from peo- 
ple who are content only to satisfy their 
material needs. 

‘If we have not got in us the lift toward 
righteousness, the lift toward somethin 
better than material needs, prosperity wil 
be a curse instead of a blessing. We need 
it, we need it as a foundation—can't build 
a house without a foundation, but the 
foundation is not the house. You have got 
to have the superstructure; you have got 
to have in addition to it business energy, 
the thrift and industry which have pro- 
duced centresof industrial activity like this, 
You have to have, you must have, in addi- 
tion, the spirit that made the men of this 
neighborhood foremost in the Revolution, 
that made this State do her duty so well 
and so nobly in the civil war. We need 
business energy, business thrift. We need

VISIT TO LAWRENCE, MASS. 


The President in His Speech Refers to 
Improved Conditions in Philippines 
Under American Rule. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Aug. 26.—President 
Roosevelt and his party, amid the booming 
of a salute from the guns of a light artillery 
battery, were received in this city by 
Mayor Leonard and Postmaster Byron 
Truell and members of the City Govern- 
ment to-day. 

The President was immediately escorted 
to a temporary stand erected at the station, 
where he addressed one of the largest 
crowds that ever gathered in this city. 
Splendid weather conditions. favored the 
event, 

The President was greeted with enthu- 
siastic cheers when he arose to make his 
address. He said: 

““Mr. Mayor and fellow-citizens: 

“‘T have just come from Lowell. Here in 
Lawrence I am in another of the oldest in- 
dustrial centres of this country, one of the 
cities of modern industtialism. It is greatly 
to your credit that you should have built 
up such a city of our material prosperity, 
but you have done more than that. I am 
greeted here to-day by the members of 
Needham Post of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. [Cheers. } 

“This is the sectiéh “6f the country in 
which the first blood was shed in the Rev- 
olutionary War,that made us a Nation, 
and it was here also that the two Cities 
ot Lowell and Lawrence gave their sons 
to pour out their life blood, the first 
of the ocean of life blood poured out from 
i861 to 1865 to keep this Nation one, and 
great and free. And so it was character- 
istic of your city which sent these men 
to the great war, when a.lesser war came 
up, Iny comrades, men of the Ninth Reg- 
iment, with whom I served before San- 
tiago, in your turn sprang to the coun- 
try’s call when once again there was war 
in the land. (Cheers and applause.) 

And other comrades of yours, younger 
comrades of yours, men whom we knew, 
men of the Ninth Regiment, other men in 
the far-off Philippines have after three 
years of unspeakable toil. and hardship 
against a cruel, reckless, and elusive foe 
finally won victory for the American flag. 

“Our people owe the greatest debt pos- 
sible to you who fought in the great crisis 
in the reat war, but there is a_ debt 
owing, also to the men who so gallantly 
did their duty during the past three years 
to sey that the honor of the flag which 
you handed to them unstained should be 
kept undimmed. ‘!Applause.] Now that 
they have fought, their success has meant 
what the success of the American soldier 
has always meant. 

“You triumphed, and your foes and de- 
tractors said that as mighty an army as 
yours was meant for the establishment of a 
despotism in this country, and the minute 
that the war was over. you went back to 
the plow, to the factory, and the farm, and 
the office, and became citizens again. [Ap- 
plause.] 


CONDITIONS IN PHILIPPINES. 


‘“‘And now in the Philippines our soldiers 
have fought and won. To do what? To 
leave the country and establish the rule of 
civil authority under the American flag. 
And now we have brought peace to the isl- 
ands. They are better off than ever before. 
Never in their history has each man had 
as he lms now, such a good chance for life, 


liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. You 
have brought self-governing individual free- 
dom to the Filipinos of a kind that they 
could have never known under an anarchic 
tyranny of their own. Now we will govern 
the islands well. We will govern them 
primarily in their interests, but in our in- 
terests also. Whether we will or not, we 
as a Nation front a great destiny. We can 
decide whether we will do our work badly 
or well, but we cannot help doing it. We 
have got to do it somehow, and I ask that 
all mén stand shoulder to shoulder: as 
Americans to see that they do it Weil."

There are great problems ahead 
of us as a Nation, but the really great 
problem is the problem of making better 
men and better women of all of us. I thank 
you for listening.’”” [Applause.]

PRESIDENT AT LOWELL. 


He Makes a Plea for Cuba, and De- 
clares Reciprocal Trade Relations 
Must Be Established. 


LOWELL, Mass., Aug. 26.—For twenty- 
five minutes to-day the city entertained 
the President of the United States as its 
guest and then watched him depart for 
New Hampshire and Maine, giving him a 
hearty cheer as the train pulled out. 

The President left Boston at 8:35; Having 
been sent away by a cheering throng gath- 
at the North Union Station in that 
city. On the run to this place the towns of 
West Medford, Winchester, and North 
Billerica turned out immense crowds and 
gave a rousing cheer as the train passed 
by. At each place the President appeared 
on the platform and acknowledged the 
greetings. 

The special train arrived in the city at 
9:19 A. M., a minute ahead of schedule 
time, and its arrival was signaled by the 
firing of a Presidential salute by the local 
militia, and the G. A. R. performed guard 
duty. The sidewalks about the station 
were thronged with people, and the Com- 


mon, whicn was the scene of the real re- 
ception, was black with humanity. About 
the spot where the speaker's stand had 
been placed the ground, rising on every 
side, forms a natural amphitheatre and 
every available space was filled. 

Acting Mayor William BE. Badger and a 
committee of the City Government met ‘thé 
President and party at the station and weré 
presented by Charles H. Allen,. ex-Gov- 
ernor of Porto Rico, After a few words of 
welcome the party took carriages and drove 
rapidly to the Common through’ streets 
arched with bunting and lined with cheer- 
ing people. 

In the President's landau, driven..by..an 
ex-slave, rode, besides the henored guest, 
Acting Mayor Badger, Secretary Moody, 
and Congressman Knox. Senator dge and 
ex-Gov. Allen rode in the second carriage, 
followed by other members of the Recep- 
tion Committee in other carriages. 

The President was loudly applauded as 
he drove to the place of reception and 
mounted the platform. He was presented 
to the people in a brief sentence by the 
Mayor. A sentry, a Spanish war veteran, 
stood on either side of the Presidént as he 
rose to speak. Enthusiastic cheers and ap- 
plause greeted him. 

The President first said that he wished 
to lay especial stress upon the greeting of 
the men of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and to his comrades of the Ninth 
Regiment, ‘*‘ Besides whom,’ he said; “I 
myself served at Santiago.” (Cheers and 
applause.) 

“When I got the train this morning,” 
the President continued, ‘‘ one of the first 
to greet me Was ex-Gov. Allen of Porto 
Rico, your fellow-townsman. [Applause.] 
Now you don’t hear much about our Gov- 
ernment of Porto Rico, because’ there is 
nothing sensational in a complete success.

The selection of Mr. Crombie was brought 
about at a conference at Mr. Bidwell's 
office, 149 ‘Broadway, yesterday between 
Mr. Bidwell and a committee of the Asso- 
ciated Republicans, headed by William B. 
Fuller. Mr. Bidwell had refused to be a 
candidate again. 

The Associated Republicans met last 
night at the Manhattan rooms in West 
Séventy-ninth Street, and Messrs. Crombie 
and Whitman were in attendance. Mr. 
Fuller submitted a report, which was 
unanimously adopted, making Mr. Crombie 
the candidate for leader. He said he would 
accept, although he had no desire to be 
leader, but he did want harmony in the 
district, and hoped his election would bring 
it about. 

Mr. Whitman expressed the opinion that 
the selection of Mr. Crombie was a happy 
solution of what had threatened to be a 
serious problem. He said Mr. Crombie was 
acceptable to him.

TO ELIMINATE MIDDLEMEN.” 
Arrangements for Chicago Jobbers to 


Deal Directly with French 
Exporters. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—As a result of the 
efforts of Vincent De Messimy, Chicago im- 
porters now have the benefit of direct trade 
relations with the exporters in France. 
Heretofore they had to operate almost en- 
tirely through agents and commission 
houses in New York. This was so much of 
a handicap that no jobber here ever at- 
tempted to handle certain classes of high- 
priced goods. Mr. De Messimy is the offi- 
celal representative in Chicago of the French 
Government Department of Commerce. He 
soon learned that the biggest French ex- 
porters were not getting their share of the 
Chicago and Western business, because of 
the commissions charged by New York 
middlemen and the high freight rates, be- 
cause of the reshipment at New York. 

Mr. De Messimy has just returned from @ 
special trip to France to put the merchants 
of Chicago on an equal footihg with those 
of New York. In telling of’ the success of 
his mission to-day, he said: 

‘I found that exporters of Paris, Bor- 
deaux, and other cities were just as anxious 
to remedy condition here as I was. The re- 
sult of my work is that hereafter the job- 
bers of Chicago will be able to deal direct 
with France, and have their purchases 
shipped direct to this city. 

“The New York middlemen are shut out, 
and the system of reshipping consignments 
for Chicago is abolished. The change 
means a saving in commissions and freight 
rates of about 8 per cent. in the cost of 
French importations to the Chicago import- 
er. That in itself is a big item, but it is not 
all. The Chicago dealers will be the agents 
for these Middle West and Western States, 
and the exporters of France will have their 
goods introduced to the people of a vast 
territory in which they are hardly known. 
One concern at Bordeaux has been kept 
out of Chicago and the West, because its 
goods are so high priced that with com- 
missions and double freight rates added 
there was no market for them. Under the 
new arrangement two or three houses here 
will handle the goods of that firm. The 
same scheme has been adopted for San 
Francisco and New Orleans. New York 
will serve the eastern section of the coun- 
cisco the Pacific Slope, and New Orleans 
the South.” 


NEW STOCK YARDS IN CHICAGO. 


Packing Trust Will Start with Capacity 
of 1,000 Head of Cattle Daily. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—With the reported 
formation of a giant packing trust comes 
the announcement that a new packing 
plant, together with public stock yards, will 
soon be in operation at Thirty-ninth Street 
and West Forty-eighth Avenue. The new 
concern is said to have ample capital be- 
hind it, and is preparing to engage in the 
general packing business. While not in- 
tended to antagonize the packing trust, the 
new company will aim to furnish a market 
for the cattle interests outside of that open 

to them at the Union Stock Yards. 


As a basis for the new undertaking the 
plant of the Lufkin Stock Yards and Feed- 
ing Company has been acquired, and for 
the present it will retain its present style 
of name. In 
being erected on the ground controlled by 
the Lufkin Company, which will have a 
capacity of 1,000 head of cattle a day, with 
ample plants for increasing its facilities as 
the business increases. 

The packing plant will be in operation in 
a few days. The packing plant will be in- 
corporated in Springfield next week. D. I. 
Lufkin will be the head of the Stock Yards 
Company and William Hately will direct 
the operations of the packing plants. Asso- 
ciated with them will be a number of for- 
mer employes of some of the packing plants 
which are to be absorbed by the packing 


The Lufkin Company controls and owns 
300 acres of land along the drainage canal, 
and adjacent to the Western Indiana Belt 
Line. It owns its own stockyard and switch 
track. In addition it has its own stock 
cars and rolling stock. 

Allied with the undertaking will be a 
number of the combinations of cattle raisers 
farmers throughout the country who 
are not in sympathy with the consolida- 
tion of all the packing companies of the 
United States. Those behind the various 
movements were in Chicago to-day and 
were in consu!tation with the prime movers 
in the new packing plants.

SOLDIERS AND SAILORS 
PREPARE FOR CONFLICT 


Practice Guns Thunder from Many 
Fortifications. 


Umpires from Both Branches of the 
Service Gather at Newport for Fi- 
nal Instructions—Fishers Island 
Residents Fearful. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. 1L., Aug. 26.—There were 
more evident signs to-day of the mimic war 
which is to take place off Newport next 
week, particularly evident to the inhabi- 
tants of the city, who were aroused from 
their early morning sleep by the booming 
of heavy cannon, and many thought that 
the army and navy manoeuvres had begun. 
It was just about daylight when the re- 
ports were heard, and it was learned that 
it was the first target practice with the 
heavy guns at Fort Greble preparatory to 
the manoeuvres, and the practice was 
heard early in the morning because that is 
the time when the smallest number of 
craft are out, and those that are out are 
in charge of people who understand the 
conditions. The practice was continued 
until 9 o'clock and resumed this afternoon. 
To-morrow the troops at Fort Wetherell 
will practice with their batteries, firing at 
a moving target which will be started 
southeast of Brenton'’s Reef Lightship and 
be towed westerly in the ocean in the 
range of vision from the fort. Thursday 
the heavy batteries and rapid-fire guns at 
Fort Adams will have their practice. 

There are other signs of the approach of 
the mimic war. Rear Admiral Ronal B. 
Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment; Rear Admiral W. C. Wise, Capt. 
Charles D. Sigsbee, and other naval offi- 
cers arrived this morning and proceeded to 
the war college which is the land-naval 
headquarters of the joint manoeuvres. 

To-morrow morning the Board of Arbi- 
tration, consisting of Rear Admiral Philip 
fi. Cooper and Capt. William Swift, repre- 
senting the nayy; Brig. Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss and Lieut. Col. Scory, representing 
the army, with Rear Admiral Stephen B. 
Luce, United States Navy, retired, who has 
been chosen as the final member of the 
board, will meet the fifty or more officers 
of the army and navy who are to act as 
observers and umpires to consider the rules 
and lay out their work, which, according 
to the rules, will be work and not play. 
They will be distributed to their various 
ships and forts, and then their troubles 
will begin. The torpedo flotilla that has 
been assisting Admiral Higginson “in de- 
fending the coast agcinst Commander Pills- 
bury’s craft arrived here this morning. 

The vessels of the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron are expected to arrive here during the 
night or early in the morning for a short 
rest after the long-continued manoeuvres 
at sea and the fatigue of the blockade, and 
to give the officers a little shore leave be- 
fore entering upon the joint manoeuvres. 

To-morrow crews from the Massa- 
twelve-oared cutter will race 
in the outer harbor. It will probably 
be a three-mile straightaway race, and the 
rivalry between the two crews is intense, 
and the interest extends not alone to the 
entire ship’s company, but to those on the 


other vessels. The race will attract much 
attention in the fleet. 

Saturday the division of Massachusetts 
Naval Reserves will come to Newport, and 
be distributed among the vessels of the 
squadron, and the ships will then put to 
sea to make their attacks on the forts as 
soon after Sunday as Admiral Higginson 
deems it expedient. Then will come the 
tug of war. 


FISHERS ISLAND, N. Y., Aug. 26..—Sev- 
eral hours after midnight last night the 
searchlight of the army station at Napa- 
tree Point, off Watch Hill, was exchemaien 
signals with a light at Fort Trumbull, New 
London, conveying presumably information 
to the army officers regarding preparations 
for the war game between the army and 
navy which is to begin next Friday at mid- 
night. Summer residents of this island 
have for weeks been deeply interested in 
the plans for the war game, and the pres- 
ence of a large camp of artillery men, 
among whom the strict discipline of actual 
war time is already enforced, has of late 
added to that interest. From a hill road 
near the centre of the island it is possible 
to look down upon the military reservation 
and observé from a distance the bustle of 
activity within, but no near approach to 
the fort is permitted. Sentinels promptly 
challenge all comers. The heavy guns on 
the island are expected to boom frequently 
within the next ten days, and owners of 
Summer hotels and other property within 
two or three miles of the fort are living in 
fearful anticipation of a time when their 
windows may be shattered and their build- 
ings otherwise damaged by the concus- 
sions. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Aug. 26.—Major 
Gen. Arthur MacArthur, commanding the 
Department of the East, has arrived here, 
accompanied by Mrs. MacArthur, Gen. 
Harrison, and his personal staff, and is 
stopping at a hotel in the Pequot section. 
The General declined to be interviewed re- 
garding the army's part in the war manoeu- 
vres, He did say, however, that al] the de- 
tails would be perfected just as quickly as 
possible, and that the army would give a 
g0Qqd account of itself in the game of war. 


SUCCESSOR TO SANTOS-DUMONT 


Harry Welch, a Toledo (Ohio) Youth, 
May Fly in Brazilian’s Balloon 
in This Country.

TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 26.—Harry Welch, 
a widely known Toledo boy, is to succeed 
to the flighty estate of Santos-Dumont, 
the Brazilian aeronaut. He is now in New 
York, and intelligence from there says 
that he has offered to take Santos-Du- 
mont'’s dirigible balloon and fly around 
the Statue of Liberty. He has carefully 
inspected the apparatus and believes that 
he understands it thoroughly. 

Although but twenty-four years of age 
Welch is chief electrician for Frederick 
Thompson, the New York amusement ca- 
terer. Mr. Thompson has deposited $1,000 
in behalf of Mr. Welch, and he has of- 
fered to pay all expenses of the experi- 
ment if the Aero Club will consent. The 
intrepid young adventurer left home but 
a short time ago. He was employed by 


the traction company here under his broth- 
er at that time. Since he has been away 
he has been with various American elec- 
trical concerns, and spent some time among 
the electricians of Continental Europe.

ALIVE AFTER JUMP 
FROM BROOKLYN BRIDGE 


Negro Who Sought Death Is Taken 
from Water. 


« 
Chest Is Crushed, However, and He 
Probably Will Die—Rode Half 
Way on Wagon. 


The leap from the Brooklyn Bridge 
proved tempting for one more man yes~- 
terday who had tired of life. He is be- 
Heved to be Michael Cody, colored, of 16 
Sixth Avenue, Brooklyn. His identity was 
indicated from papers in his pockets. The 
man was taken from the water and now 
Mes unconscious in the Brooklyn Hospital. 
It is believed that he canot live. The phy- 
sicians declare that his chest was crushed 
by the impact of the water, against the 
surface of which the negro struck in a 
horizontal position. 

Alexander Miller, an expressman, started 
to cross the bridge from the Manhattan 
side soon after 9 o’clock last night. He 
had just entered on the bridge when he 
was hailed by Cody, who seemed very 
weary, and asked for a ride. 
him to jump on. Midway on the centre 
span Miller’s passenger suddenly jumped 


into the north roadway of the bridge, ran” 


t> the railing, and, gaining its top almost 
in a leap, stood for a moment potsed. Then 
he shot downward. 

"The man had been so quick in his actions 
that Miller scarcely realized his purpose. 
He had halted his horses, and his call to 
the man to stop sounded a second before the 
negro had taken the leap. The expressman 
remembers that the man looked over his 
shoulder at the call and smiled as he fell. 

Miller called for the police, and springing 


from his wagon, took off his coat, - It 
looked for a momenj as if he thought to 
attempt a rescue, but the distance caused 
him to withdraw. 

When Cody's body struck the water the 
heavy tide carried it up stream, where it 
was seen floating by James Collins, John 
Murray, and Policeman McCarron, who 
went out in a rowboat and took the man 
ashore. A call was sent to the Brooklyn 
Hospital, and a cursory examination proved 
that the man still lived. He was taken to 
the hospital on a gallop. 

From letters found in the pockets of the 
man the physicians believe that there is no 
doubt that his name is Cody. The photo- 
graph of a young woman was also found, 
but this gave no further clue. 

Cody was later identified as the man 
who, about eight years ago, created a 
sensation by marrying Miss Alvira Ander- 
son, daughter of John Anderson, employed 
in Station B of the Post Office system. 
The father became highly indignant at the 
marriage, which was a clandestine one, 
and threatened to shoot Cody on sight. 


ALASKA’S RICHEST DISTRICT. 


Banks of Nazina River Abounds in Gold 
and Copper, Says Expert Reports.

TACOMA, Washington, Aug. 26. — The 
town of Valdes is now in communication 
with the outside world by means of a 
telegraph line. Its first message the 
outside world was received to-day after 
traveling over about 3,000 miles of wires, 
stretching from Copper River to Yukon, 
thence through Alaska, Northwest Terri- 
tory, British Columbia, and Washiffgton.

STEAMBOAT AFIRE AT PIER. 


Part of Crew of the Thomas McManus 
Ran Through Flames—Others 
Jumped Overboard. 


The river steamboat Thomas McManus 
of the Catskill Evening Line, which plies 
between Pier 43, North River, and Hudson, 
N. Y., was damaged by fire yesterday 
afternoon, and will be out of commission 
for some time. 

The Catskill Evening Line uses the south 
side of Pier 43, which is a covered recrea- 
tion pier. The McManus, the Kaaterskill, 
and the Saugerties were tied up there, The 
fire started at 2 o'clock, among hay on ‘the 
forward deck, and spread rapidly. Most of 
the deck hands and officers were nearest 
the stern end, but the Captain, Charles 
Staunberg, and his son, Charles Staunberg, 
Jr., and one or two other hands, were for- 
ward. They all had a very narrow escape 
from burning, as the flames cut them off 
from the gang plank. Four of the men 
jumped into the river, but the two Staun- 
bergs and the Chief Engineer, J. T. Brown, 


ran through the flames and to the gang 
ylank.

AT TENNIS 


R. F. Doherty Captured American 
Championship Tournament. 


MALCOLM D. WHITMAN BEATEN 


In Final of Newport Competition Vis- 


itors Outplayed Home Expert— 
Challenge Match To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. L., Aug. 26.—In a tennis 
match filled with brilliant playing. but 
wholly demonstrating the superiority of 
the English player, R. F. Doherty, cover 
the American, the former champion of 
England, to-day won the final match cf the 
All-Comers’ championship tournament on 
the Casino courts. The result was a sur- 
prise, as it was confidently expected that 
Malcolm D. Whitman would be able to 
check the victorious career of the Eng- 
lishman, The clever Briton, however, out- 
manoeuvred Whitman at every point, and 
wore him down to a state of pitiful ex- 
haustion by keeping him on the run. 

The American plainly was not in the best 
of condition. Doherty’s work, on the other 
hand, was faultless, and he won by the 
score of 6—1, 3—6, 64, 6—90. 

The day began with a peculiar doubt ex- 
isting as to the matter of the Dohertys’ 
default. Yesterday it was reported that 
H. L. Doherty would meet Whitman to- 
day. This morning, with Larned as au- 
thority for it, there was a rumor that R. 
F. Doherty would be the one called upon 
to make the attack upon the American 
laurels. This doubt, to say the least, was 
trying to the followers of the game. The 
experts among the spectators and the play- 
ers restlessly haunted the bulletin board 
at the clubhouse, awaiting the placing of 
the name of the opponent of Whitman. 
They were kept on edge for hours without 
getting. anything more authentic than 
rumor to work upon. 

Finally, however, at 10:45 o'clock, R. F. 
Doherty's name was posted, and that much 
of the uncertainty was removed. Just why 
the Englishmen made the eleventh-hour 
change was a puzzle to every one interest- 
ed, and the feeling grew that something 
was being held up their sleeves by the 
Englishmen. Certainly H. L. Doherty 
played better tennis than R. F. Doherty 
through all the week, and late last night 
the pair gave it out that, everything being 
equal, H. L. Doherty would be the man. 
This change of programme on the part of 
the English players made Whitman even 
more of a favorite than he was before, and 
even allowing for his poor showing early 
in the week, the memory of the lacing 
which he administered to R. F. Doherty at 
Ridge put great confidence in the 
American forces. 

It was after 11 o'clock when the famous 
entered the enclosure and made 
for their great test. On the toss 
won, and elected to serve.

TO BUILD YACHT REFUGE. | We Cater to the Boys 


W. C. Whitney and Col. Pope Have a 
Scheme for a Harbor at Nan- 
tasket, Mass.

NANTASKET, Mass., Aug. 26.—If 
plans of Col. A. A. Pope, the bicycle manu- 
facturer, and William ia Whitney £0 
through, Nantasket will have an ideal har- 
bor for yachts next Summer. It has al- 
ways been a source of annoyance to yachts- 
men that there has been no place around 
Nantasket where it is safe to shelter their 
craft except at Hull, where they have to 
run the gantlet of Hull Gut to get into 
the Weir River. 

It is very seldom that a yacht ventures 
down the Weir River as far as Nantasket, 
for fear of getting caught high and dry 
on the flats in low tide. What the yachts- 
men long have wanted is some place of 
shelter on the ocean side of Nantasket. 

It is proposed to get the mud out of 
Strait’s Pond, which separates Green Hill 
from Jerusalem Road, and connecting it 
with the ocean by means of a channel, 
and make it a harbor for yachts. 

Col. Pope and Mr. Whitney have signified 
their willingness to stand the expense of 
dredging the pond and building the draw- 
bridge and cutting the channel through if 
the Government will build the necessary 
sea walls and maintain them. 


ASPHALT PETITION DISMISSED. 


Judge Kirkpatrick Refused to Allow W.

BACK FROM COLORADO

Fight for Colorado Fuel Control 
Transferred Here. 


Company’s Chairman issues Statement 
of the Denver Suits, Their Occa- 
sion, and Outcome—John 
W. Gates Silent. 


John W. Gates and John C. Osgood re- 
turned to town yesterday from the contest 
in Denver for the control of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company, which had en- 
gaged their entire attention for the last ten 
days. Both of the men, however, made it 
evident yesterday that there was to be no 
cessation of hostilities, and that their com- 
ing away from Denver meant nothing more 
than a shifting of the scene of action. 

Mr. Gates arrtved on the Pennsylvania 
Raflroaa’s twenty-hour train, whfle Mr. 
Osgood was a passenger on the Twentieth 
Century Limited of the New York Central. 
Both men went to their hotels first and 
afterward went down to their officers in 
Wall Street. Mr. Gates, the vanquished, 
refused all day to see reporters. 

Mr. Osgood, the victor, prepared a long 
statemen® about the events in connection 
with the annual meeting of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company. This statement, 
which was given out late in the afternoon, 
read as follows: 

“All of the litigation prior to the meet- 
ing was instituted or brought by the Gates 
party. 

“The first suit was brought in New York 
in the name of a man named Singer, who 
is a cashier in the employ of Hartis; Gates 
& Co., to enforce the right he claimed to an 
examination of stock transfer and registry 
books kept in New York. No request was 
made by Mr. Gates or other Eastern Di- 
rectors, as ha&® been stated. A demand was 
made by an attorney on the Assistant Sec- 
retary in New York, who very properly re- 
ferred the matter to the company's attor- 
ney. who, after a conference with the at- 
torney of the transfer agent, gave it as his 
opinion that the éxamination should not be 
permitted. After a hearing the court de- 
cided in Singer's favor and a transcript of 
‘the transfer agent's bodks was promptly 
furnished. 

THE SUITS IN COLORADO. 


“This was immedately followed by three 
suits brought in the District Court of 
Arapahoe County, Col., one in the name of 
Db. H. Dougan, which was dismissed with- 
out a hearing on the plaintiff's Motion, one 
in- the name of Singer, (Harris, Gates & 
Co.’s cashier,) and one in the name of W. 
N. Vaille (a son of Gates’s attorney.) Both 
these suits were decided against the Gates 
interest. The general purpose of the three 
suits was to show that there was or was 
not a stock book kept in Colorado in ac- 
cofdance with the law of that State, to 
cause such a book to be kept, and to cause 
the names of the plaintiffs to be entered 
thereon as stockholders. The Secretary of 
the company, against whom the last suit 
was brought, stated in his answer that no 
such book had been kept, not having been 


ordered by the Board of Directors, as pro- 
vided by law. 

“These suits were immediately followed 
by five or six different written demands, 
signed by Gates and associates, and vari- 
Gusly addressed, calling on the Directors 
io cause a stock book to be Kept as pro- 
vided by the laws of Colorado and to enter 
thereon the names of the signers and those 
they claimed to represent. Before these 
demands were received the Board of Di- 
rectors had adopted the required resolution 
and the Secretary at once ptocéeded to 
proevte all available information to comply 
with the Colorado law. 

“Hnving in thrée sults and numerous 
written demands insisted that a book 
should be kept and a stock list prepared 
in accordance with the laws of Colorado, 
J. W. Gates, J. J. Mitchell, and James A. 
Blair brought a suit in the United States 
District Court, before Judge Reiner of 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, to enjoin the Board 
of Directors and officers of the Colorado 
Fue! and Iron Company from refusing to 
recognize their proxies and stock as shown 
on the Hst prepared from the New York 
books, that is, in effect, to nullify and vio- 
lute the Colorado law they had before been 
so anxious to have coeneaing with. They 
also asked to have declared void a 
law which had been adopted by the Board 
of Directofs for the orderly 
the annual meeting. 

“judge Reiher's decision was against 
Mr. Gates and his associates on every point. 
He refused to rule that the New York 
stock list should be the basis for the an- 
nual meeting, and decided that the ob- 


jectionable by-law was regularly adopted | 


and was a proper provision for the orderly 
conduct of the annual meeting. Judge 
Reiner's decision was given about 9 o'clock 
Tuesday night, the annual meeting being 
set for the following day at 3 P. M. Just 
before the holding of the meeting, an in- 
junction was granted by the District Court 
of Arapahoe County, Col, against trans- 
acting any otheft business than to adjourn. 
This was served by the Sheriff before the 
meeting was called to order. The Chair- 
man thereupon announced that the meeting 
was adjourned subject to the order of the 
court. 

“The principal ground on which the in- 
unction was asked for was the failure to 

eep a book and prepare a list in accord- 
anee with the laWs of Colorado, by reason 
of which the rights of stockholders to 
vote coulld not then be determined. 

‘The matter is now in the hands of the 
court granting the injunction. Presuma- 
bly, when a book and stock lst have been 
prepared in accordance with the laws of 
Colorado, the court will 6rder A néw_meet- 
ing to be called for the election of Direct- 
ors. In the meantithe the old Board of 
Directors will continue uhder the. provis- 
fons of the afticles of incorporation and 
by-laws to the effeét that they Shall hold 
office till theif success6rs are elected.

Whenever a mere political wire puller or 
@ mere moneybag is sent to the Senate

graver to the State thus misrepresented 
or underrepresented. When little Ver- 
mont was represented in the Senate by 
GEORGE F. EpMuUNDs, and little Delaware 
by THomMas F. BayYarp, each of those 
Commonwealths was overrepresented, 
one may say. It carried in the councils 
of the Nation not only, as was contem- 
plated by the organic law, as great a 
weight as any of the more populous 
Commonwealths, but it carried far more 
by reason of the personal eminence and 
influence of its representative. That 
was a matter of just pride to intelligent 
and patriotic Vermonters and Dela- 
wareans, respectively. And certainly no 
differences of opinion ought to prevent 
any Massachusetts man or any American 
from acknowledging that Massachusetts 
has a similar and legitimate advantage 
in being represented by Sénator Hoar, 
who is as fit as any man within her

THE FILLING AT RIKER’S ISLAND. 


In the matter of the application of one 
MICHAEL MARTIN, who appears to be the

As this is a question of great public in- 
terest, we have been at pains to learn 
the facts and give them for the informa- 
tion of whom it may concern. 

Finding a crib on Riker’s Island, in- 
closing an area sixty-three and one-half 
acres in extent, built some years ago, the 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning deemed 
it last, 


spection with the Supervisor of the Har- 


wise in February after an in- 
bor and the Commissioner of Health, to 
begin filling behind it with ashes and 
rubbish. This work was at first done 
by the unloading of deck scows by means 
of wheelbarrows and hand labor. After- 
buckets impelled 
by steam were employed. Such filling 
was rendered possible by means of the 
separation of the garbage from the ashes 
and street sweepings of the City of New 
York. The filling is made entirely with 
ashes and dry rubbish, all the garbage, 
kitchen refuse, food waste, &c., being 
carefully separated and delivered to the 
Utilization Company at Bar- 
ren Island. To make clear to what an 
extent this separation is at present car- 
ried out, it may be noted that during 
the month of July this year 4,000 tons 
more garbage were delivered to the San- 
itary Utilization Company than in any 
previous month, and 4,000 tons less bulk 
of ashes was handled than in July last 
year. This 4,000 tons of garbage was 
separated from the ashes, rendering it 
entirely fit for use as filling. Under the 
old conditions of admixture of ashes, 
garbage, and rubbish, its use for filling 
would have been objectionable; but with 
such sanitary separation as the depart- 
ment has been able to effect by means 
of instruction to citizens, enforced by 
fifty policemen detailed to assist in this 
work, a great and beneficent reform 
has been effected.

The department is now putting behind 
the crib at Riker’s Island daily from 
1,800 5,000 cubic yards of ashes 
and rubbish, it is absurd claim 
that this work is a menace to health or 
a source of annoyance. There have been 
assigned to Riker’s Island two Inspectors 
of the Board of Health, who have been 
in watch over the work all 
Summer. Copperas has been freely used 
about the lagoon in the centre of the 
fill, to prevent the mud surface, which 
is exposed at low water, from becoming 
a nuisance; also, every load of material 
is sprinkled with a solution of chloride of 
lime, ten pounds to forty gallons, at each 
dump in the city as it is received, and 
as the material is filled in upon the isl- 
and it is again sprinkled. Over the top 
of the fill, as it is completed, is placed a 
top dressing of eighteen inches to two 
feet of clean earth. 

There is no ground for honest and in- 
telligent objection to the work that is 
being done at Riker’s Island. It has al- 
ready made ten acres of land, which at 
the lowest computation may be valued 
at $10,000 an acre, South Brother Island 
having sold three years ago at the rate 
of $12,000 per acre. It has also per- 
mitted the Commissioner to stop, since

the first day of last July, all dumping 
at sea, thus keeping the garbage of this 
city from polluting the beaches of Long 
Island and New Jersey. This stopping 
of sea dumping is a great reform. It 
has reclaimed the beaches, which give so 
much enjoyment and benefit to the citi- 
zens of New York in Warm weather, and 
which in former years were often in such 
a condition of vileness that one could 
hardly venture to bathe. With some 
addition to plant, the department will 
probably be able to handle the whole 
ash collection of the city, and incident- 
ally to swell the city’s assets by some 
$700,000 in good land already needed for 
public institutions. 

Meanwhile an important current econ- 
omy is effected. The rent charged for 
a Barney scow was $35 per day or frac- 
tion of a day, and the towing charge 
$42 for each single scow or $55 for two 
in tandem. The cost of the fill behind 
the crib at Riker’s Island is as much 
less expensive than this as the results 
are better from every point of view. 
But that a scow costing about $10,000 
complete, if employed 300 days or parts 
of days in the year would pay for itself 
and leave $500 to the good in its first 
year of service, may explain why a sa- 
loon keeper on Third Avenue prays that 
the Commissioner of Street Cleaning be 
enjoined from doing what renders the 
scows unnecessary. 


THE KAISER’S WISE MOVE. 

The good sense that characterize, 
WILHELM II. at bottom has risen to the 
surface again in the matter of Posen and 
the coming army manoeuvres. Whether 
it was of his own motion or at the urgent 
request of his Chancellor makes no dif- 
ference; his& decision to stay in Frank- 
fort on the Oder instead of Posen is a 
wise one, indeed the only dignified and 
proper way to meet the outspoken objec- 
tions to his presence by many of his 
Polish-speaking subjects. Perhaps in 
earlier life he would have feared to take 
this course, lest he should be accused of 
lack of courage, the possibility of an at- 
tack on him by some irresponsible Gu1- 
TEAU or CzOLGOsz being always present. 
It shows a higher kind of courage in him 
to disdain such suggestions and act 
strictly for the best interests of all con- 
cerned. And, after all, convinced, as he 
doubtless is, that “the King can do no 
evil,” he must realize that he has not 
exactly tried of late to endear himself to 
a section of Eastern Prussia. 

What baffles one in the character of 
the Emperor is his proneness to create 
an unfortunate situation by some ex- 
travagant or ill-timed remark when to 
all human understanding there seems 
nothing to be gained by it. There have 
been rulers in the past who exercised 
such apparent lapses of the tongue with 
a deep diplomatic purpose and enjoyed 
the their in- 
discretions while reaping the reward of 
This does 
not seem to be the case with the German 
Emperor; his impulsiveness is genuine; 
and to that fact may be attributed the 
other more important fact that he has 
become popular as time has 
passed. Barring the speakers of Danish 
and Polish, his Prussian subjects think 
of him than of any previous 
Hohenzollern, not excepting his grand- 
father. The great FREDERICK was more 
execrated than liked, and the late Em- 
peror FREDERICK lived too brief a space 
after his father’s death to decide whether 
his popularity writers, 
and artists was to extend to the nobility 
and the lower ranks. People much in 
touch with the nobility in those days 
know that the favor he showed to the 
professional classes, combined with the 
fanatical hatred of his wife as an Eng- 
lishwoman, seemed to augur for him an 
uncomfortable reign, so far as the upper 
classes of Prussia could make it so. 

WILHELM had none of his father’s pop- 
ularity with one class, but also was not 
in the black books of the titled folks. 
He is now so strong that he can afford to 
laugh at the disgruntlement of the land- 
ed gentry and nobility, though often net- 
tled by their sulkiness and refusal to 
see things on a large scale, their ab- 
stention from Winter residence in Ber- 
lin, and their opposition to fleets, canals, 
and a moderate tariff. 
that in Hesse and Hanover and Braun- 
schweig, annexed portions where dis- 
like and suspicion of all things Prussian 
were once hereditary, the Emperor is 
far from unpopular with all classes. 
How much this is due to the training of 
each generation of young men in the 
army, how much to the Kaiser's per- 
sonaiity, it would be difficult to deter- 
mine. In the long run, the most captious 
have to recognize that according to his 
lights he has always tried to do the best 
he could. If sometimes he confuses a 
little his various rdles as Emperor, King, 
and chief of the Established Church, the 
fault is very human. The question nat- 
urally arises whether his successor will 
meet the task half as well. The Ger- 
mans can forgive much to a ruler who 
presents a bold front to every menace 
and at the critical moment always in- 
clines to peace.

AN ENGLISH WEST POINT. 

Without doubt the appointment of Col. 
Kitson to the command of the British 
Staff College at Sandhurst is the most 
serious result thus far of the agitation 
caused by the disclosures of the South 
African war. It is true that Sandhurst 
had special troubles and special scan- 
dals of its own. But it is also true that 
these were the outgrowth of the same 
spirit which actuates the great ma- 
jority of the adult officers of the British 
Army, and makes of them the ama- 
teurs which the officers of all countries 
in which military education is taken 
seriously and professionally find them 
to be. 

It is flattering to us that the new 
director of Sandhurst should have taken 


West Point as his model and have an- 
nounced his intention of remodeling the 
British on the lines of the American in- 
stitution. But it is not National vanity 
alone which makes Americans insist 
that he could not have done better, or 
so well, in choosing any other institu- 
tion. The late Gen. LupLow, after an 
inspection of the French system of mili- 
tary education and an exhaustive study 
of the German system, gave it as his 
opinion that the best military education 
in the world was to be had at West 
Point. It is, in fact, the only institu- 
tion which aims to make its graduates 
proficient in all arms, so that any one 
of them shall at graduation be fit to 
command a company of infantry, a troop 
of cavalry, or a battery of artillery, and 
shall also on occasion be competent to 
undertake the technical work in other 
services required only of specially edu- 
cated officers, and which also gives him 
four years of very vigorous and rigorous 
training in morals, ‘‘ mentals,’’ and man- 
ners. It is true President Exiot of 
Harvard finds this training ‘“ element- 
ary,” even for its strictly professional 
purpose. But we have not heard of any 
educated soldier who agrees with him. 
The results of Col. KiTson’s experi- 
ment will be watched by the graduates 
of West Point with great interest. How 
far will he be able to impose, either 
upon instructors or pupils of aristocratic 
connections and tastes and ‘of private 
means” the hard and grinding and in- 
cessant work to which the evolution of 
a century has brought the officers and 
students of the American Military Acad- 
emy? How far will he succeed in mak- 
ing it ‘‘ good form ” for a British officer 
to be “keen” in professional zeal, as 
Gen. BADEN-POWELL declares that he is 
now emphatically not? The man who 
could accomplish such a_ revolution 
would deserve to be remembered at 
Sandhurst as reverently as SYLVANUS 
THAYER is remembered at West Point. 
He would deserve greatly well of the 
British Army and of the British Na- 
tion. And even if he should succeed 
in substituting merit for favor as com- 
pletely at Sandhurst as it has been sub- 
stituted at West Point, and in eradicat- 
ing as completely the influence of “ pull”’ 
and privilege, who will extend this re- 
form to the management of the army 
and the treatment of its adult and grad- 
uated officers? It is true that we do not 
shine so much by comparison here as 


we do in the matter of professional 


preparation. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——According to common report, some- 
thing like $25,000 was spent at Newport this 
week to provide an evening's entertainment 
for the guests of one of its residents. The 
amount of the expenditure may or may not 
have been exaggerated, but It was certainly 
large enough to be notable, even in that city 
by the sea, where cost is as little counted, 
perhaps, as anywhere in the countryyso the 
sum mentioned cannot be very far out of 
the way. The function, therefore, was one 
to excite reflections of various sorts, but 
many as are those that occur to us we are 
moved to present utterance only for the 
purpose of calling attention to the fact, 
both curious and consoling, that neither the 
wealth of the hostess nor the ingenuity of 
her friends and retainers succeeded in ar- 
ranging amusements not to be obtained by 
us all at a price vastly less. In the ‘‘ Mid- 
way” established for one night only at 
Newport there was nothing with which the 
regular patrons of the variety shows are 
not familiar. Indeed, those patrons are ac- 
customed to ‘“‘aggregations of talent”’ 
larger in size and containing star perform- 
ers of greater brilliancy than were gathered 
on Beaulieu’s lawn, and might, just pos- 
sibly, have made disparaging comparisons 
not only ‘with Broadway, but also with 
Coney Island. And the theatrical perform- 
ance which formed the only other dis- 
tinctive feature of the “‘ function ’”’ was but 
a part of What the purchase of a ticket to 
one of the New York theatres will permit 
any playgoer to enjoy. Of course there is 
sophistry in all this. It is one thing to see 
a certain ‘‘ specialty ’’ at Coney Island and 
quite another thing to see it on the lawn of 
a palace in company carefully selected if not 
especially interesting, but the facts remain 
as stated, and in the sophistry built upon 
them there is an element of truth, such as 
it is. 

——Most excellent reading for automo- 
bilists all over the country is contained in a 
circular just addressed to its members by 
the Automobile Club of California. On the 
Pacific Coast as elsewhere, it seems, popu- 
lar hostility to the new machines has been 
developed by the recklessness and dis- 
courtesy shown by a few of those who own 
and use them, and the club appeals not 
only for a strict regard for public rights on 
the highways, but also for a scrupulous 
considera@tion for the fears, even when ill- 
founded and unnecessary, both of people 
and horses. “It is not a question of law,” 
says the circular, ‘nor of the rules of the 
road, but common humanity as well as seif- 
interest that should impel you, when meet- 
ing & passing vehicle, to first check your 
speed in every case, and move to one side 
and stop short if you see that either the 
horse or the driver is frightened by your 
appearance. Until horses become accus- 
tomed to this strange machine, there is 
bound to be accidents, even with the great- 
est care, but it is the utmost folly to invite 
bitter hostility by indifference to the fears, 
as well as the rights, of those who use 
horses.”” As English, that does no great 
credit to Western cultivation, but it is full 
of sound sense. The automobilist who con- 
tents himself with keeping within the legal 
speed limits and on his own side of the 
road is better than the scorchers and those 
who expect everybody else to get out of 
their way, but he is not doing what he 
ean ahd ought to minimize the inevitable 
difficulties characterizing every period of 
transition. In his own interest, if for no 
other reason, he should do his best to make 
friends instead of enemies, and so prevent 
the passage of laws and ordinances that 
seriously restrict the legitimate pleasures 
of decent automobilists as well as prevent 
the crimes and misdemeanors of automo- 
bilists not decent. 


——Three men have been sandbagged and 
robbed in the streets of Saratoga within 
two weeks, and one of the victims died of 
his injuries a few hours after he had been 
removed to a hospital. In each case the 
crime was committed at the very centre 
of Saratogan activity, near the great ho- 
tels and clubhouses, and at an hour not 
late—for Saratoga. What impression this 
particular form of activity has made upon 
the village authorities is not reported, but 
certainly it ought not to take the form of 
surprise, and if the suspicion should arise 
and find expression here and there that 


robbery with violence has been recognized 
as necessary to local prosperity, that, too, 
should not fill them with astonishment. 
For the inhabitants of Saratoga have 
avowedly and to the knowledge of all en- 
tered into a formal and deliberate compact 
with lawbreakers of at least one kind, and 
they cannot expect the assumption to be 
made that they would not do the same 
thing with lawbreakers of other kinds—of 
every other kind, for that matter. And 
the absence of this assumption leaves 
room for a tendency to hold Saratoga 
guilty of any crime of which she has not 
proved herself innocent. Unsatisfied with 
the throngs which her healing waters at- 
tracted for years, Saratoga has success- 
fully aspired to the fame—and profit—of 
being the greatest gambling resort on 
earth, and for weeks past has with callous 
cynicism exhibited scenes that shocked 
even the globe-trotting newspaper corre- 
spondents, familiar with the most fre- 
quented temples of fortune to be found in 
easy-going Europe, to say nothing of bat- 
tlefields in many continents. We do not. to 
be frank, reafly believe that sandbaggers 
are licensed in Saratoga, but if the cases of 
sandbagging multiply, and if in the future 
as in the past the sandbaggers oscape 
punishment—and pursuit, too, so far as re- 
ported—the theory of licenses for this pur- 
pose as well as for gambling will inevitably 
come to be seriously entertained by those 
who consider the peculiarities of the great 
watering place. 


——It is more than a little difficult to see 
how Gen. Borua is to succeed to the post- 
tion hitherto held by Mr. Krucer, and ex- 
State Secretary Reitz to that of Dr. LerpDs. 
Those positions no longer exist, naving 
been destroyed, with many other things of 
more importance, by a recent and well- 
remembered war. In an apparent attempt 
to explain the mystery it is stated that 
‘‘Mr. KRUGER is to resign the Jeadership 
of the Boer people.” Resign to whom? 
By a process widely differing from resig- 
nation the portly patriarch laid down his 
leadership of that people many months 
ago, and the Boers are now subjects of the 
British Empire, with the same leaders that 
their fellow-subjects have. Gen. BoTHA 
is a better and a wiser man than Mr. 
KRUGER is, and vastly more competent to 
advise those who until recently were his 
brothers-in-arms, but neither his goodness 
nor his wisdom will be demonstrated if he 
assumes the leadership of a non-existent 
people. He is a Briton, now, sworn to 
fidelity to the other Britons, and he will 
bring upon himself a very hard name—the 
hardest of all names—if he does more than 
lead a party in a South African Legisla- 
ture.

GENERAL MILES’S MISSION 


Philippines Visit Will Be for Army 
Administration Matters. 


His Presence There Will Not interfere 
with Duties of Gen. Chaffee or 


Gen. Davis. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — President 
Roosevelt’s order to Gen. Miles to visit the 
Philippines reached the War Department 
in the mail to-day. Gen. Miles is instructed 
to “proceed about Sept. 15 to the Philip- 
pines to inspect the army there with ref- 
erence to instruction, discipline, and sup- 
plies.”’ 

It is the understanding that in that ca- 
pacity, though of superior rank, Gen. Miles 
will not interfere in any way with either 
Gen. Chaffee or his successor, Gen. Davis, 
in the direction of the army in the Philip- 
pines. He will critically examine the condl- 
tions as he finds them, devoting his at- 
tention entirely to matters of army ad- 
ministration, and net to political affairs, 
and the results of his work will be em- 
bodied in a set of reports. 

Some such work as this was undertaken 
a few mong ago by Inspector Gen. Breck- 
inridge, wMo has prepared a voluminous 
set of reports, which have not yet been 
published, making suggestions for the bet- 
terment of the military service at every 
point from transportation down to disci- 
pline, accoutrements, and supplies. 

In the absence from Washington of Gen. 
Miles no one at Army*Headquarters is 
fully authorized to discuss the details of 
his projected trip, but it is believed here 
that he will be accompanied by at least two 
members of his staff, Lieut. Col. Whitney 
and Col. Reber, the latter his son-in-law. 
Col. Maus, who is the inspecting officer of 
his staff, also may accompany Gen. Miles 
if his health, which is somewhat impaired 
at present, permits. 

Leaving about Sept. 15, and allowing a 
month for a tour of inspection of the prin- 
cipal islands of the archipelago, Gen. Miles 
should return to Washington early in Jan- 
uary next. 

The transports Crook, Sherfdan, and 
Thomas are now lying at San Francisco. 
The Sheridan will sail on the 1st of Sep- 
tember and the Thomas, according to pres- 
ent arrangements, will start on Sept. 16. 
In case the Thomas should not be ready 
to sail on that date, the Crook would go 
in her stead. All of these vessels have fine 
accommodations, and are well equipped to 
make the voyage of Gen. Miles a very com- 
fortable one. } 

It developed that Gen. Miles’s application 
to go to the Philippines was of compara- 
tively recent date, and was in no way con- 
nected with his application of several 
months ago. When the first application 
was made it was coupled with certain sug- 
gestions as to terminating the war, and 
Secretary Root’s refusal to grant the first 
request was based largely upon these 
phases of the application. 

In view of this it is understood that Gen. 
Miles restricted his second application so 
as to make the trip one for purely mili- 
tary purposes. Although the text of the 


application was not given out at the War 
Department, it is said that one of its fea- 
tures is a request that the return from the 
Page game be by way of the Eastern route. 
As the application is approved, Gen. Miles 
will return by this route, which insures his 
visiting Europe on his way back to 
America, 

It is expected that Mrs. Miles will ac- 
company the General to the Philippines, 
and it may be that his married daughter, 
who is the wife of Col. Reber, one of the 
General's aides, also will accompany the 
party. The General will return to-morrow 
from his New England trip, when his plan 
will be more fully made known. 

Gen. Miles came up to New York yester- 
day morning from Sandy Hook, where he 
had been attending a meeting of the ord- 
nance board of the army. The steamer 
landed him at the Barge Office doch, and 
as he walked up the pier he narrowly es- 
caped a drenching at the hands of a dock 
hand with a large fire hose. 

The Lieutenant General said that the 
ordnance board had devoted most of its 
time at Sandy Hook to the testing of the 
Isham shell. No report, he said, has yet 
been made upon the test of field guns re- 
cently made at Fort Riley. When the or- 
der for him to go to the Philippines was 
brought up and the General was asked for 
an expression upon the Philippine situation, 
he said: 

“There has been too much in the papers 
about that already.”’ 

Gen. Miles went to the Army Building 
and spent some time with the officers of 
the various departments. He left for 
Washington last evening. 


CHINESE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Exclusion Act Passed During the 
Session of Congress Applies to 
the Islands. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The Chinese 
exclusion act, passed during the last session 
of Congress, applies to the Philippine Isl- 
ands, where the Chinese laborer has been 
very generally employed in the past, the 
Chinese passing between the islands and 
China with the same freedom accorded to 
other nationalities. 

The question is raised whether the appli- 
cation of the exclusion act to the archi- 
pelago will not prove to be a mistake which 
will seriously interfere with the progress 
and development of the islands. 

Prof. J. W. Jenks, who has made a study 
of labor conditions in the Philippines and 
other colonies, is very distrustful of the 
success of American enterprises with the 
present system of labor, and is inclined to 
believe that any restriction upon the 
character or quantity of the supply will be 
hurtful. 

Prof. Jenks is professor of political 
economy at Cornell, was the expert at- 
tendant of the Industrial Commission, and 
is consulting expert of the Department of 
Labor, having made the conditions in the 
colonies a study for the benefit of the War 
Department. Prof. Jenks has prepared a re- 
port, which will shortly be published, which 
relates to importations of Chinese labor 
in the islands. It is the understanding 
Prof. Jenks will recommend that the ex- 


clusion act~be so changed with regard to 
the Philippines as to leave the question of 
the admission of the Chinese to the isl- 
ands discretionary with the commission, 

At present the Commissioners have no au- 
thority over the matter, the act of Con- 
gress applying to the archipelago with the 
same force and fulln@ss as to the United 
States. ‘Those who favor the application 
of the exclusion act to the islands deelare 
that it will be time enough to eee the isl- 
ands to the Chinese when it shall be estab- 
lished after trial that native labor is not 
sufficient or competent to meet the require- 
ments. 

If it shall be demonstrated, say these 
advocates of the exclusion law, that its ap- 
plication: in the Philippine Islands in the 
way of the industrial development of the 
country is impracticable the corrective can 
be applied by Congress.

POSTAL PNEUMATIC SERVICE. 


Awards Not Yet Made Following Bids 
In Boston, New York, Brooklyn, 
and Other Cities.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Awards have 
not yet been made following the bids for 
postal pneumatic service in Boston, New 
York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Washington, 
and St. Louis. The matter is in the hands 
of Assistant Postmaster General Shallen- 
berger. With the exception of New York, 
where one company bid, the Bachellor or 
Philadelphia Company, the American Pneu- 
matic Tube Company of Boston was the 
lowest bidder on all the routes advertised. 

The delay in making the award in New 
York is due to uncertainties as to the priv- 
ileges necessary in the matter of clearing 
up streets. 

The citizens of Chicago have been ear- 
nestly beseeching the department during 
the last few days to start the work there 
as early as possible. The route most need- 
ed there is understood to be from the 
Chamber of Commerce in the heart of the 
business section to the Stock Yards, 

Gen. Shallenberger has decided to have 
a test made of the Boston tubes before 
making the awards. One of the proposi- 
tions of the Boston company is to use a 


carrier made of boiler steel running on 
wheels set on concentric bearings, instead 
of belt padding now used by the Bachelior 
System, and with these carriers 
claimed that common gas mains can be 
used for tubes, instead of the more ex- 
pensive and especially manufactured tubes 
of the other system. There are contracts 
for delivering goods for a number of large 
department stores.

SPEED OF THE MAINE. 


No Doubt That New Battleship Made 18 
Knots on Trial Trip. : 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Although the 
measured speed of the new battleship 
Maine, which had her trial trip over the 
Cape Ann course last Saturday, was only 
17.96 knots, 18 knots being her contract 
speed, no doubt is entertained at the de- 
partment that when her tidal allowance is 
figured out it will be found that she has 
appreciably exceeded 18 knots. It is known 
that thé tide was against her, but it will 
require several days to figure out the cor« 
rected speed. , 

If by any chance the correction should 
not bring her speed up to 18 knots, she can 
ask for another trial. Inasmuch as the 
Government no longer pays a premium for 
excess speed, the builders have no object 


in driving a vessel to her utmost capacity 
on her trial and thus risking a possible 
breakdown of her machinery, and if an- 
other trial is asked it is believed that the 
Maine could be made to develop more speed 
than she did on Saturday. 

However, in any event the Navy Depart- 
ment must accept the ship. nder the 
terms of the contract with her builders she 
must be accepted if she makes over 17 
knots, subject to a penalty at the rate of 
$25,000 for each quarter knot below 18.

EAST SIDE THOUSANDS 
MOURN JACOB KUNZENMANN 


Throngs Attend Funeral of Four- | 


teenth’s Political Leader. 


Regardless of Party Affiliations All Pay 
the Last Tribute of Respect— 
Many Floral Offerings. 


Jacob Kunzenmann; leader of the Greater 
New York Democracy in the Fourteenth 
Assembly District, was buried yesterday. 
He had been a politician all his life, and 
having often changed his mind regarding 
his political policies, therefore was mourned 
in his district by members of all parties, 
for politics to Kunzenmann was subsetv- 
ient -to\ friendship. The burial was in the 
Lutheran Cemetery. 

Kunzenmann died just after he had been 
serenaded by a crowd of his constituents. 
The body was taken to the rooms of the 
Greater New York Democracy, at 234 East 
Tenth Street, from the late residence, at 
157 First Avenue, at 12 o'clock, after the 
funeral service of the Episcopal Church 
had been read by the Rev. Arthur BE. Dodd 
of 8t. Mark's Church. 

Along the route to the clubhouse the 
United States and German flags swung 
from the windows, while long streamers of 
crépe hung from the flagpoles. The side- 
walks were crowded, and each window in 
the many tenement houses held a group of 
persons that gazed sorrowfully down at 
the procession. Thousands of persons fol- 
lowed the hearse, men, women, and chil- 
dren composing the motley gathering. For 
more than an hour the body of Kunzen- 
mann lay in the clubhouse, surrounded by 
floral tributes, while a long stream of 
mourners passed through to look on the 
face of the Fourteenth’s leader. Many of 
the floral pieces were of such size that they 
could not be taken into the room. They 
bore all kinds of sympathetic inscriptions, 
and were sent from the many organiza- 
tions of which Kunzenmann was a mem- 
ber. John C. Sheehan sent a wreath. 
There was a chair of flowers from the 
Greater New York Democracy of the Four- 
teenth District, and the Nobody Club sent 
a broken column with the inscription ‘‘ He 
Sacrificed Himself For His Friends.” 
Other tributes were sent by John Weg- 


man, his partner; the German Union, the 
Hagles, the White Mice, the Civil Service 
Rowing Club, several Schuetzen societies, 
and various other organizations. 

The crowd became so large outside the 
clubrooms that Capt. Dean was obliged to 
send for more pdélicemen to keep it moving. 
The twelve pall bearers, composing ail the 
district Captains, bore the coffin to the 
hearse, and the body then was taken to 
the hall of the German Masonic Semple. 
East Fifteenth Street, where the coffin 
was again opened and the face of the dead 
leader exposed.

EX-GOV. HOADLY DEAD. 


Once Chief Executive of Ohio and Head 
of Big Law Firm Expires in 
Watkins, N. Y. 





Ex-Gov. George Hoadly of Ohio died at |} 


Watkins, N. Y., yesterday. 

Mr. Hoadly was born in New Haven, 
Conn., in 1826. His father was at one time 
Mayor of that but migrated West. 
Young George grew up with the more 
rugged country, and received his ele- 
mentary education in Cleveland, Ohio. He 
was graduated from the Western Reserve 
College, Ohio, in ‘1844, and after reading 
law for a year went to Cincinnati and en- 
tered a law office. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1847, and 
two years later was admitted to partner- 
ship with the firm of Chase & Ball. He 
was elected by the Legislature of 1851 to 
the Judgeship of the Superior Court of Cin- 
cinnati for the residue of the term. He 
was City Solicitor in 1855, and in 1857 suc- 
ceeded Judge Gholson on the bench of the 
new Superior Court. He was re-elected to 
the Superior Court in 1864, but resigned 
two years later. 

In 1876 Gov. Hoadly 
Republicans, and was absorbed into 
Democratic ranks under the banner 
‘*Reform’”’ and the leadership of Tilden 
and Hendricks. ; 

He appeared as counsel in favor of the 
Florida and Oregon Democratic Electors 
in 1877. In 1883 he was nominated for Gov- 
ernor against Judge Foraker, the Republic- 
an nominee, The campaign was an excit- 
ing one and.attracted the attention of the 
whole country. It resulted in the election 
of Hoadly by a decided majority. 

Lately Mr. Hoadley had been_ senior 
member of the law firm of Hoadly, Lauter- 
bach & Johnson, 22 William Street, this 
city, distinguished for large corporation 
practice. He was also a member of the 
principal clubs in New York.

The news came 
as a great shock to the friends of the La- 
monts here, for, although it was known 
that Miss Lamont had been in poor health 
for some time pest, she had of late showed 
signs of improvement, and her complete re- 
covery was expected. 

The circumstances attending her death 
were startling. While standing with some 
friends in the corridor of the Hotel Sor- 
rento yesterday about noon, Miss Lamont 
suddenly pitched forward on her face. it 
was at first thought to be no more than a 
fainting fit, but her failure to regain con- 
sciousness greatly alarmed those who were 
about her. 

She was immediately conveyed to the La- 
mont cottage, which is close to the hotel. 
Dr. F. Fremont Smith and Dr. 8. Weir 
Mitchell were called over from Bar Harbor. 
They were somewhat in doubt as to the ex- 
act nature of the illness, but finally diag- 
nosed it as a stroke resulting from Miss 
Lamont's long-continued iliness. 

All day Miss Lamont remained uncon- 
scious. Early this afternoon she improved 
somewhat, but at nightfall she had a re- 
lapse and died. Mrs. Lamont and her two

A HOPEFUL VIEW. 
Discussing the general stock market out- 
look, John H. Davis & Co. in their monthly 
circular letter have this to say:

COTTON.—Had the bulls had the actual plan- 
ning of the day's market, they could hardly have 
arranged its course more to their liking. From 
start to finish there was practically mo reac- 
tionary movement, and never did prices reach 
an even keel with the previous close. That the 
shorts were unprepared for this further manifes- 
tation of inherent strength there is no doubting, 
anc many of the smaller bears abandoned fur- 
ther resistance and swung over to the bull side 
in the hope of regaining a portion of the losses 
sustained on the late remarkable advance. The 
market opened strong, with prices 1@7 points 
higher on a wave of heavy general buying, in 
which shorts led, though Wall Street and Euro- 
pean demand was by no means light. The cause 
for this further sharp rise was a bullish con- 
struction of private and public Liverpool cables 
and of the ‘“night message’ crop reports from 
the belt as a whole. On the rise rumor had it 
that the bull leaders meant to rush prices mate- 
rially higher in expectation of undermining stop 
orders of the more stubborn bears, who have 
been fighting the advance and of late have been 
locking for a natural reaction from the sheer 60 
points advance. While there was a slight reac- 
tion after the call, the general ruling of .the 
market was very firm during the morning, with 
buying active for all accounts. Just before 
midday it was reported that the weekly Gov- 
ernment report was possibly ‘‘ known,"’ doubt- 
less based on the appearance of several very 
large buying orders. However, there was noth- 
ing definite to support these rumors. Promptly 
on the time appointed the summary began to 
come over the wire and indicated one of the most 
unfavorable crop conditions of recent years. In 
fact, many old-time operators declared that they 
have never known a Government report to int 
to deterioration so rapid or general as that shown 
for the past week. The report gave scarcely a 
State free from pronounced deterioration, while 
as for Texas it was stated that, even with fa- 
vorable climatic conditions from now on through 
the balance of the season, the yield could only 
be an average one. Rust, shedding, lack of 
moisture, excessive heat, insect ravages, and 
lack of fruit were complained of in many impor- 
tant districts. On the whole, the report struck 
the room contingent as being radically bullish 
anc prices advanced with a bound. For the bal- 
ance of the session the market was strong and 
very active, with prices hovering around. a level 
of 8.27 for January. At the top notch Wall 
Street interests appeared to be eagerly selling 
March, as if to hedge themselves ainst their 
erormous holdings of January. he market 
closed firm and at:a net rise of 5@16 ints. 
Total sales were estimated at 600,000 bales, or 
about equal to the previous day’s enormous 
transactions.

AT ITS FULL VALUE. 


Board of Tax Commissioners Decides 
on Change Advocated by Mayor Low 
and Controller Grout. 


According to an announcement made yes- 
terday by Tax Commissioner Rufus L. 
Scott, it has been decided by the Board of 
Tax Commissioners to enforce hereafter 
the law fixing the assessment of reai es- 
tate at its full value. To this end a cit- 
cular of instruction is being prepared for 
the guidance of the deputies and clerks 
of the Tax Department, who on Tuesday 
will begin the work of revising the tax rolls 
of the city. 

“Our action,’’ said Commissioner Scott 
yesterday, ‘“‘ was largely influenced by the 
decision of Judge Earl in reference to the 
franchise tax. This decision so reduced our 
revenue from franchises as to materially 
lessen our resources. It seems to be incon- 
sistent that personal property should be 
assessed at 100 cents on the dollar, while 
real estate is assessed at only 67 cents on 


the dollar. We think that our action will 
be the means of bringing about a uniform 
system of taxation throughout the State. 
1 believe that the tax rate will be low- 
ered, but, if it is not lowered, property 
owners need have no fear that it wiil be 
increased.”’ 

Controller Edward M. Grout and Mayor 
Low have urged the change, and Mayor 
Low treated the matter exhaustively in one 
of his weekly talks about a month ago. 


ATTACHMENT FOR $62,019. 


Wall Street Failure of 1884 Recalled by 
James Seligman’s Action Against 
Allan Lexow. 


Deputy Sheriff Campbell has received an 
attachment for $62,019 against Allan Lexow 
in favor of James Seligman, which was 
obtained on the ground that he is a non- 
resident. The claim is for the above amount 
together with interest from Jan. 24, 1885, 
which will make it more than double the 
above amount. No papers were filed in the 
matter. 

The Sheriff served the attachment on Mr. 
Lexow at 130 West Thirty-second Street, 
where he is Treasurer of the New York 
Cab Company, and he is said to own ten 
shares of stock in the company to qualify 
him as an officer. 

It is understood that the attachment is 
a revival of an old claim against Mr. Lexow 
when he was a partner in the firm of 
Hazen & Billings, bankers and brokers of 
Wall Street, who made an assignment on 
April 8, 1884. On Jan. 24, 1885, James and 
Jesse Seligman obtained a judgment for 
$65,448 against Mr. Lexow, and the other 
two partners in the firm of Hagen & Bill- 
ings. 

Allan Lexow, at his home, in Englewood, 
N. J., last night, said that the attachment 
was merely the revival of an old claitm—a 
judgment obtained at the time of the fail- 
ure of the firm of brokers of which he was 
a member. On account of the Statue of 
Limitations the old judgment was near to 
running out. The action yesterday, he said, 
was to give the case another lease of legal 
life. There was nothing out of the ordinary, 
he added, in the griginal claim. 

Deputy Sheriff Campbell, into whose hand 
the warrant of attachment was placed for 
execution, was very reticent when first 
seen last night, but finally admitted that 
Ye warrant had been given him on Mon- 
day.

VANDALISM IN CITY PARKS. 








Commissioner Willcox Reports on De- 
struction of Shrubbery. 


In his quarterly report, sent to the 
Mayor's office yesterday, Commissioner 
Willcox complains that there is much van- 
dalism in the city parks. His communica- 
tion, which is voluminous, alleges that the 
parks generally have suffered,much dam- 
age by malicious persons. 

The destruction of the plants in Morning- 
side and Riverside Parks are said to have 
been particularly severe. Notwithstanding, 
the report says, a very material reduction 
in the appropriation, the parks this year 
have been maintained properly. Reference 
is made to the proposed improvements at 
Coney Island Park. The major portion of 
the land there has been freed of shrubbery 
to provide a broad expanse of grass as a 
fringe to the beach. Shelter tents are to 
be erected. The construction of a break- 
water pier at the foot of Ocean Parkway 
is recommended to prevent the encroaches 
of the sea. 

During the three months 110,000 bedding 
plants have been set out in the parks in 
Manhattan. 


Killed Herself and Her Niece. 
Mrs. Josephine Vollmer, fifty-one 
old, killed herself and her niece, Mary Cath- 
arine Miller, twelve old, Monday 
night in her home at 1,034 Tinton Avenue, 
in the Bronx.

Justice Giegerich Refuses Charles 
T. Barney’s Application.

Order to Show Cause at Once Obtained 
by Mr. Barney’s Attorney in Fed- 
eral Court to be Heard Sept. 2. 


Justice Giegerich, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, denied the application of Charles 
T. Barney for an injunction restraining 
the further construction of the rapid tran- 
sit tunnel under Park Avénue from Thirty- 
fourth to Forty-second Street, on the 
ground that there had been a substantial 

| departure from the plan as authorized by 
the Board of Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers. Mr. Barney, with his attorney, at once 
went before Judge Lacombe, in the United 
States Circuit Court, and secured an order 
to show cause why the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission and Contractor John B. McDonald, 
whom he also named as a defendant, should 
not be restrained as stated. This order, 
returnable Sept. 3, was served by United 

Although many orders in various causes 
had been made returnable before Judge 
Lacombe on Sept. 3, and a number of mo- 
tions set down for hearing on that date, 
counsel in those various matters were no- 
tified late yesterday afternoon that the mo- 
tions calendar would be heard by Judge 
Adams on Sept. 2, at which time this pres- 
ent motion will be heard. 

Mr. Barney, suing as a taxpayer, asserts 
that the easterly wall of the tunnel is only 
about seven feet from the building line, 
while the original plans show that the tun- 
nel would run under the middle of the 
street, the easterly wall being about thirty- 
seven feet from the building line. 

The statute, Justice Giegerich says in 
his decision, has provided the means for 
legalizing any change of plan which in- 
volves a substantial divergence from the 
original scheme of construction, and, if the 
present structure is unlawful, the illegality 
exists simply because the proper steps 
have not been taken, not because the de- 
fendants’ acts are in any way condemned 
by public policy. 

“It may be,”’ adds the Justice, ‘‘ that be- 
fore this action is brought to trial any 
illegality which exists will be removed, 
and, for other reasons to be stated, -the 
right of the plaintiff to a preliminary in- 
junction does not depend upon the mere 


fact that there has been a substantial de- 
parture from the authorized plan in the 
building of this tunnel. 

“The affidavits of experts show that as 
a matter of engineering science the curve 
and depresssion of the tracks for the pur- 
pose of these connections call for a con- 
struction of the tunnel as at present in 
process. 

“The work of construction has advanced 
so far that the cost of completing it will 
abcut equal the necessary expense which 
must be ineurred in properly refilling it if 
abandoned. To enjoin the further construc- 
tion must involve the requirement, by man- 
datory injunction, that the part excavated 
be restored for the safety of the public, 
and this condition of safety, according to 
the proof and without actual dispute, may 
as readily be secured by completing the 
werk as it stands. 

‘Abandonment of the tunnel in question 
—the easterly one—carries with it the city’s 
obligation to incur the vast expense of the 
ecnstruction of another’ tunnel further 
west,-and the actual result.of the injunc- 
tion, founded upon this technical cause of 
action in behalf of a taxpayer, would be to 
put the city and its taxpayers to an enor- 
mous aggregate !oss.”’ 


NOT TO CUT LINERS’ SPEED. 


Representatives of White Star and 
North German Lioyd Companies 
Deny Change by Combination. 


Cable dispatches from London yesterday 
reported that it was the purpose of the 
proposed shipping trust to reduce the speed 
of passenger vessels traversing the Atlantic 
Ocean in order to save coal. John Lee, 
agent in this city of the White Star Line 
of steamships, when asked if the report 
possibly was correct, said: 

“It is perfectly obvious that if the pro- 
posed combination were to reduce the speed 
of its vessels that it would lose its bus!- 
ness. All of the companies are not to be 

included in the combination, and it will be 
necessary to compete with the outside ves- 
The Cunard Line, for example, has 


some of the fastest vessels afloat, and it is 
not to be in the combination. What the 
correspondent probably meant, if he had 
any grounds for his story at aM, was that 
it was the intention of the combination to 
discontinue the ae of vessels of ex- 
traordinary speed, straining after minutes 
under the best previous ’record, and all that 
sort of thing.’’ 

Gustav Schwab, New York agent of the 
North German Lloyd Line, was asked 
‘about the story and he likewise pronounced 
it absurd. : 


-FAYERWEATHER WILL DECISION 


United States Circuit Court Decides 
Against Contesting Relatives—Ap- 
peal to Supreme Court.

A decision was handed down yesterday 
by Judge Lacombe, in the United States 
Circuit Court, deciding, so far as that tri- 
bunal is concerned, the famous Fayer- 
weather will case. The decision confirms 
the decision of the State Court of Appeals 
ot July, 1897, which admitted the will to 
probate, and under the terms of which the 
greater portion of the estate, estimated at 
$6,200,000, was divided among various col- 
leges and universities. 

Judge Lacombe’s decision dismisses the 
action brought by Emma Fayerweather and 
Mary Wachter, nieces of Lucy Fayer- 
weather, widow of the dead merchant, to 
contest the will, and leaves the colleges 
and universities in the undisputed pos- 
session and enjoyment of the money grant- 
ed them. The decision does not, however,

CHAPMAN RAIDS WITH AN AXE. 


Descends on Alleged Poolroom and 
Crowd Hides in Odd Corners. 


Capt. Chapman last night took two plain- 
clothes detectives, his axe, and _ thirty 
patrolmen, and made a raid on an alleged 
poolroom at Sixth Avenue and West Fourth 
Street. Forty-nine prisoners were locked 
in the Mercer Street Police Station, and 
Capt. Chapman was jubilant. 

The patrolmen went into the building 
through a rear entrance at 5 o'clock, and 
were stationed all through the house. Then 
the Captain and Detectives Heeney and 
Delaney went up to the second floor. There 
they saw a crowd of men, who fled while 
the Captain was chopping down an oak 
door. The fugitives scurried up to the third 
floor. Doors slammed mysteriously all 
through the apartments of the janitor, and 


when the police made a search through 
these rooms this is what they found: In 
the janitor’s bed, three men, fully clothed, 
under the bed clothing; three men under a 
big folding couch in‘the parlor, thrée in the 
room of the janitor’s daughter, and seven 
men in the bathroom. 

The alleged proprietor is said to have 
been arrested. He said he was John Cook 
of 239 West Forty-third Street. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Lines ‘THROUGH SIGNATURE TO WILL.— 
When the will of Robert E. Hopkins of 
Tarrytown was offered for probate it was 
contended that the instrument had been re- 
voked by the testator because there were 
vertical lines on the signature. The instru- 
ment had been executed about ten years 
before Mr. Hopkins’s death. He had been 
gradually declining in vigor, and his signa- 
ture had been written in two places in a 
trembling hand. . Mr. Carvalho, the hand- 
writing expert, pointed out that the cancel- 
ing pen marks had been made by a firm 
hand, and were evidently made determined- 
ly and even viciously. As far as the testi- 
mony showed there was no reason why Mr. 
Hopkins would have concluded to revoke 
his will. The instrument had been drawn 
with great care, and provided liberally for 
his wife and only child. There were 
bequests to relatives, friends, and to char- 
ity. Presiding Justice Goodrich of the 
Second Appellate Division, in affirming a 
decree admitting Mr. Hopkins’s will to pro- 
bate, says that all the probabilities are 
against the proposition that the pen marks 
on the signature were the work of the 
testator. The Presiding Justice finds from 
the testimony that Mr. Hopkins was a care- 
ful man, and that if he had intended to re- 
voke his will he would not have resorted to 
method to do so. “If,” continues 
the Presiding Justice, ‘‘ the testator had 
wished to cancel the will altogether he 
might have destroyed it absolutely, as for 
instance by burning it or tearing it up. 
He did none of these things. Even his sig- 
nature to an alteration on the first page 
was not obliterated. Shall we, on the sin- 
gle fact that canceling marks appear upon 
the signature of the will, infer that those 
marks were made by the testator, and also 
that he made them with the intent and for 
the purpose of revocation, where there is no 
other evidence whatever of such act, |} 
pose, or intent on his part? * * * It 
evident from the physical condition of Mr. 
Hopkins that he had no power to make any 
marks of that character. The inference is 
clear. that some person other than Mr. 
Hopkins made the pen marks, and that 
being my conclusion | find nothing to call 
upon this Court to differ with the findings 
of the Surrogate that Mr. Hopkins did not 
make the pen marks in question and that 


the will was entitled to probate.” 
* 
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TAKING REQUESTS TO CHARGE FROM RE- 
PORTED CASEs.—On the trial of an action 
brought in the Supreme Court to recover 
damages for the death of John Buckley, 2 
farmer, who lost his life in a collision be- 
tween a truck he was driving and a trolley 
car of the New York and North Shore Rail- 
way Company, counsel for the defendant 
requested the court to charge the jury that 
“if, by the exercise of reasonable care, Mr. 
Buckley could have the approaching 
car and ought to have apprehended the 
danger of the situation, he was chargeable 
with negligence, for he was not at liberty to 
take even doubtful chances of being too 
near or on_the track in a place of danger 
and in reliance on 
of the motorman to slacken the speed of 
his car.” This request was taken from the 
opinion in a case in the Court of Appeals, 
and it does not follow, so the Second Ap- 
pellate Division holds, in upholding the ac- 
tion of the trial Justice in refusing to 
charge the request, that a party is entitled 
to have a proposition of law charged sim- 
ply because that proposition may be found 
in a reported opinion of an appellate tri- 
“The propriety of repeating such 
an instruction,’’ says Justice Bartlett for 
the court, ‘‘depends upon the _ circum- 
stances of the case on trial.’ While refus- 
ing to charge as requested by defendant's 
counsel, the trial Justice did say that the 
deceased must be charged with having seen 


the car. He told the jury that it must meas- 
ure Buckley’s conduct ‘‘as though it had 
been proved that he had seen the car ap- 
proaching because he is chargeable with 
notice of whatever the proper use of his 
eyes and ears would have informed him 
of.’’ The trial court's instructions, on the 
whole, says Justice Bartlett, were quite as 
favorable to the defendant as the preof 
warranted. In the case from which the
